NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $8,000,  but  tak- 
ing into  consideration  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  1 mechanical 
assistant  at  $1,400,  the  actual  increase  is  $9,400.  This  appropriation, 
which  is  intended  to  make  provision  for  the  temporary  employment  of 
clerks,  laborers,  watchmen,  mechanics,  etc.,  when  necessary,  has  during 
the  past  two  fiscal  years  been  found  inadequate  for  the  purpose.  The 
Secretary’s  office  in  all  its  branches  needs  from  time  to  time  additional 
clerical  help;  the  watch  force  often  must  be  increased  temporarily  when 
regular  men  are  ill;  and  temporary  laborers  are  frequently  needed  to 
replace  regular  laborers  who  are  ill  or  on  leave,  in  order  that  the  cleaning 
of  buildings,  the  handling  of  freight  and  furniture,  and  other  necessary 
work  of  a similar  nature  may  be  promptly  attended  to.  The  inadequacy 
of  this  appropriation  constantly  makes  it  necessary  to  call  upon  the 
various  bureaus  to  carry  additional  watchmen,  temporary  mechanics, 
and  laborers  for  the  service  of  the  Secretary’s  office,  though  the  original 
intent  of  the  appropriation  was  to  provide  the  Secretary’s  office  with  a 
fund  to  meet  such  demands.  The  increase  requested  is  believed  to  be 
conservative,  having  in  view  the  continued  growth  of  the  department 
and  the  higher  wage  scale  of  mechanics  and  laborers  selected  for  tempor- 
ary employment.

SUPPLEMENTAL  ESTIMATE . 

NOTE. — In  accordance  with  a general  understanding  among  the  Execu- 
tive Departments,  no  increases  or  other  changes  were  recommended  in  the 
statutory  rolls  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  estimates  of  appro- 
priations for  the  fiscal  year  1920,  except  transfers  from  lump-fund  rolls  in 
accordance  with  the  provision  of  law  requiring  such  transfers,  and  in  all 
such  cases  the  lump-fund  rolls  were  correspondingly  reduced.  A number 
of  promotions  and  other  changes  were,  however,  under  consideration  at 
that  time  and  were  subsequently  submitted  as  a supplemental  estimate  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  date  of  November  25,  1918.  The  sup- 
plemental estimate  of  each  bureau  will  be  found  immediately  after  the 
statutory  roll  of  that  bureau  in  the  committee  Book  of  Estimates,  and  the 
reasons  for  each  change  are  fully  set  forth. 

In  addition  to  the  promotions  based  solely  on  meritorious  service,  a 
number  of  promotions  and  other  changes  affecting  certain  clerical  and 
subclerical  employees  are  recommended  in  order  that  the  salaries  of  such 
positions  may  conform  to  a minimum  scale,  as  follows:

This  action  is  necessary  in  order  to  enable  the  department  to  meet  the 
ever  increasing  difficulty  of  securing  and  retaining  competent  clerks, 
mechanics,  and  subclerical  employees.  The  large  number  of  resigna- 
tions in  these  grades  has  interfered  seriously  with  the  efficient  conduct  of 
the  work  of  the  department,  and  it  is  highly  urgent  and  necessary  that  the 
present  low  salary  scale  be  increased  as  recommended.

They  are  attorneys  in  every  sense  of  the  word  and  are 
capable  of  handling  the  department’s  business,  both  in  the 
office  and  in  the  courts,  creditably  both  to  the  department  and  to 
themselves.  In  handling  this  legal  work  they  are  frequently 
pitted  against  experienced  and  well-paid  attorneys,  and  they 
have  always  acquitted  themselves  creditably.

The  entire  mechanical-shop  force  of  the  department  has  been 
underpaid  for  some  years.  All  places  on  the  shop  roll  are  statutory 
and  promotions  have  been  slow  and  comparatively  infrequent. 

It  is  believed  that  as  long  as  a statutory  roll  for  mechanics  and 
other  employees  in  the  shops  and  power  plant  is  retained,  the  situa- 
tion will  be  unsatisfactory  for  the  following  reasons: 

(1)  The  statutory  roll  is  not  flexible.  There  may  be  a large 
amount  of  outstanding  work  in  the  cabinet  shop  with  simultaneously 
a small  amount  of  work  in  the  plumbing  shop.  Yet  a vacancy  in 
the  plumbing  shop  occurring  at  this  time  would  have  to  be  filled 
with  a plumber  and  could  not  be  used  to  obtain  a cabinetmaker, 
though  the  services  of  a cabinetmaker  rather  than  a plumber  might 
be  required.

This  makes  it  necessary  for  the  bureaus  to  carry  on  their 
lump-sum  funds  extra  mechanics  to  meet  the  increasing  volume  of 
work.  These  extra  men,  though  often  not  so  good  mechanics  as 
the  regular  force,  have  to  be  paid  the  prevailing  rate.  This 
naturally  causes  much  dissatisfaction  among  the  regular  men  who 
receive  lower  compensation  for  doing  a better  class  of  work. 

(3)  It  is  impossible  to  get  good  mechanics  to  accept  the  low 
entrance  salaries.  Hence  the  loss  of  efficiency  to  the  department 
and  the  increased  difficulty  of  getting  men  who  can  do  the  high- 
class  work  required  on  the  department’s  special  work. 

(4)  Rates  of  pay  do  not  follow  commercial  rates.  The  Govern- 
ment Printing  Office,  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  and 
the  Washington  Navy  Yard  carry  their  mechanical  force  on  lump- 
sum rolls  on  a per  diem  basis.  These  departments  have  increased 
the  rates  of  pay  of  their  mechanical  force  as  the  demand  for  labor 
has  increased  during  the  past  two  years;  while  the  rates  paid  the 
Department  of  Agriculture’s  force  have  remained  stationary, 
although  small  increases  have  been  asked  in  the  estimates  each  year. 

(5)  Under  the  present  s-tatutory-roll  arrangement  the  particular 
project  desiring  mechanical  work  can  not  be  charged  for  labor  per- 
formed in  the  manufacture  of  scientific  apparatus,  equipment,  etc. 
Hence  the  tendency  is  to  increase  the  amount  of  work  performed 
by  the  mechanical  shops  over  what  would  be  required  if  the  cost 
were  charged  against  the  appropriation  of  the  particular  project 
requesting  the  work. 

The  new  provision  designed  to  cany  this  plan  into  effect  has 
been  prepared  in  consultation  with  the  solicitor  of  the  department 
and  is  believed  to  be  adequate  for  the  purpose  in  view.  It  has  a 
twofold  object: 

(A)  To  provide  a lump-sum  appropriation  of  $90,000  in  lieu  of  the 
present  statutory  and  lump-sum  places  aggregating  $93,080. 

(B)  To  authorize  reimbursement  of  this  $90,000  lump  sum  from 
bureau  lump  funds  at  the  actual  cost  of  the  labor  performed  by  the 
shop  force  for  bureau  needs. 

The  plan  proposed  would  have  the  following  advantages: 

(1)  The  shop’s  relations  'with  the  bureaus  would  be  on  a business 
basis.  Each  bureau  would  pay  by  reimbursement  monthly  for  all 
work  performed  on  its  projects.  Hence  funds  would  be  automati- 
cally provided  for  the  expansion  of  the  mechanical  force  as  necessary 
to  provide  for  increased  volume  of  work  desired  by  the  bureaus. 

(2)  Each  project  would  be  charged  for  the  actual  work  done  on 
the  design  and  construction  of  scientific  apparatus  and  equipment. 
Hence  reports  of  expenditures  on  these  projects  would  more  nearly 
show  the  actual  money  expended. 

(3)  The  number  and  kind  of  mechanics  could  be  varied  to  exactly 
suit  the  requirements  of  the  work. 

(4)  The  salaries  of  the  mechanical  force  could  be  changed  from 
time  to  time  to  suit  the  varying  labor  conditions,  and  a con- 
tented and  efficient  working  force  could  be  always  secured. 

The  total  in  salaries  now  paid  this  force  is  $93,080,  and  the  pro- 
posed readjustment  will  result  in  a total  salary  roll  of  $119,760,  or  an 
increase  of  $26,680.  The  difference  between  the  $119,760  and  the 
$90,000  provided  by  this  paragraph  will  be  made  up  by  reimburse- 
ment for  labor  performed  for  bureaus  by  transfer  settlement,  the  cost 
of  each  job  to  be  accurately  computed. 

A comparison  of  the  salaries  paid  the  various  classes  of  mechanics 
on  the  present  statutory  roll  of  this  department  with  the  salaries  paid 
for  similar  services  in  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  the 
Washington  Navy  Yard,  and  the  Government  Printing  Office  shows 
that  the  rates  paid  the  latter  employees  are  much  in  excess  of  those 
prevailing  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

If  the  lump-fund  appropriation  of  $90,000  is  allowed,  all  the 
mechanical-shop  and  power-plant  employees  now  carried  on  the 
statutory  roll  (with  salaries  aggregating  $93,080)  will  be  transferred 
to  this  new  item.

He  has  been  connected  with  the  bureau  for  over  27 
years  and  has  occupied  the  position  of  chief  clerk 
since  July  1,  1915,  without  change  in  salary  since 
that  date.)

(The  above  promotions,  and  the  promotion  of  one

This  amount  is  desired  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  compensation 
of  field  employees.  The  salaries  of  the  technical  force  of  the  bureau  are 
much  lower  than  those  generally  paid  to  men  of  similar  training  and 
experience.  Even  with  the  §120  increase  a very  considerable  number  of 
the  field  employees  are  underpaid . At  many  of  the  bureau’s  field  stations 
the  men  are  receiving  less  pay  than  laborers,  although  they  are  charged 
with  the  responsibilities  of  the  maintenance  of  important  Government 
offices  having  close,  intimate  relations  with  civic,  commercial,  and  other 
governmental  organizations.  A number  of  valuable  men  have  left  the 
service  because  of  a lack  of  adequate  compensation,  and  undoubtedly 
others  will  leave  unless  relief  is  afforded . 

The  frost-protection  investigations,  for  which  $5,000  is  allotted  during 
the  current  fiscal  year,  will  not  be  continued  next  year.  The  work 
already  done  and  that  which  will  be  accomplished  during  this  fiscal  year 
will  be  sufficiently  conclusive  to  enable  the  bureau  to  publish  results 
of  value  and  practical  use  to  orchardists. 

The  item  of  $2,000  for  the  installation  of  storm-warning  equipment  on 
the  Pacific  coast  is  omitted  from  the  1920  estimates  as  it  is  expected  to 
complete  this  work  during  the  present  year.

Two  slight  corrections  in  the  language  of  this  paragraph  are  proposed, 
the  words  “condemnation”  and  “condemned”  being  substituted  for 
“destruction”  and  “destroyed.”

By  substituting  the  words  “con- 
demnation ” and  “condemned”  the  law  would  permit  the  movement  of 
diseased  animals  to  recognized  slaughtering  centers  in  other  States  for 
slaughter.  This  was  the  intention  of  the  department  in  submitting  its 
previous  recommendation  relative  to  this  appropriation.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $8,280,  but 
taking  into  consideration  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  1 clerk  of 
class  2,  4 clerks  of  class  1,  1 clerk  at  $1,100,  1 laborer  at  $1,000,  and  1 
laborer  at  $900,  aggregating  $9,200,  the  actual  increase  is  $17,480.  It  is 
proposed  to  expend  this  amount  as  follows: 

(a)  $8,200  for  farm  sheep  investigations.  An  extension  of  the  farm 
sheep  industry  is  desirable  in  the  interest  of  the  Nation’s  supply  of  wool 
and  as  an  aid  to  more  productive  and  more  economical  farm  practice. 

Special  efforts  will  need  to  be  put  forth  to  stabilize  the  sheep  industry 
and  as  far  as  possible  retain  the  increased  development  resulting  from 
war  conditions.  Very  little  experimental  data  are  obtainable  from  State 
experiment  stations  on  methods  of  sheep  raising.  In  the  South  and  East 
relatively  little  attention  has  been  given  to  the  question  by  State  institu- 
tions. These  regions  have  their  own  peculiar  problems,  which  require 
study  before  the  safest  and  most  economical  methods  of  management  can 
be  presented  for  the  adjustment  of  the  sheep  industry  to  the  natural  con- 
ditions and  to  other  well-established  lines  of  production.  To  a large 
extent  the  same  conditions  prevail  with  respect  to  sheep  raising  in  the 
Western  States,  where  sheep  production  until  recently  has  been  exclu- 
sively a specialized  ranching  business.  The  bureau’s  investigations  are 
now  limited  to  two  flocks,  comprising  200  head,  kept  at  Middlebury,  Vt., 
and  Beltsville,  Md.  The  increase  requested  will  suffice  to  procure  the 
services  of  two  men  qualified  to  supervise  experiments  and  to  supply 
necessary  stock  and  equipment  and  to  meet  expenses  of  instituting  work 
at  two  additional  points  in  the  South  and  West. 

(b)  $9,280'for  range  sheep  investigations.  This  increased  appropria- 
tion will  make  possible  a greater  utilization  of  the  facilities  at  the  United 
States  sheep  experiment  station  in  Idaho  and  enable  the  department  to 
conduct  studies  of  wool  production.  The  cost  of  feed  for  1,200  sheep  for 
the  current  fiscal  year  is  estimated  at  $7,000.  Not  less  than  2,000  sbeep_ 
should  be  kept  at  this  station,  and  with  this  increased  number  the  cost  of 
feed  will  be  correspondingly  higher.  It  is  desirable  to  hatve  the  work  at 
the  station  on  a sufficiently  large  scale  to  be  representative  of  range  prac- 
tice. With  the  increase  requested,  the  total  allotment  for  the  sheep 
experiment  station  for  next  year  will  be  $30,000.  The  present  appropri- 
ation includes  $8,000  for  the' equipment  of  the  sheep  station,  “including 
repairs  and  additions  to  and  the  erection  of  necessary  buildings.  ’ It  is 
proposed  to  use  the  remainder  of  the  allotment  for  maintenance  expenses. 

In  this  connection,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  an  increasing  amount  of 
revenue  is  obtained  from  the  station  from  the  sale  of  wool  and  sheep. 

The  sales  of  the  past  fiscal  year  amounted  to  more  than  $10,000.

— There  is  an  apparent  decrease  in  the  above  item  of  827,720, 
due  to  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  this  bureau  of  1 clerk  at  81,500, 
1 clerk  of  class  2,  5 clerks  of  class  1,  12  clerks  at  89G0  each,  1 laboratory 
mechanician  at  81,440,  and  2 charwomen  at  8480  each,  amounting  to 
$22,820,  and  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  the  Secretary’s  office  of  2 
clerks  at  $1,100  each,  1 clerk  at  8900,  1 assistant  engineer  at  $1,200,  and  1 
messenger  bov  at  $000,  amounting  to  $4,900. 

A.  proviso  has  been  added  to  this  paragraph  to  cover  overtime  work  per- 
formed by  meat-inspection  employees.  The  meat-inspection  service 
has  suffered  deterioration  and  is  threatened  with  very  serious  impairment 
of  its  efficiency  because  of  the  loss  of  many  of  its  trained  and  experienced 
employees.  The  number  lost  since  the  United  States  entered  the  war 
has  been  very  large.  Many  employees  have  entered  the  military  service, 
but  a larger  number  have  resigned  their  positions  to  accept  places  outside 
the  department  at  higher  salaries,  where  they  also  receive  pay  for  over- 
time work.  Bureau  employees  are  not  paid  for  overtime.  However, 
up  to  this  time  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  has  succeeded  fairly  well 
in  preventing  excessive  demands  upon  its  employees  for  overtime  service. 
This  was  accomplished,  first,  by  refusing  official  establishments  inspec- 
tion outside  of  official  hours  unless  the  existence  of  an  unusual  or  emer- 
gency condition  was  shown:  and,  secondly,  by  furnishing,  when  possible, 
some  additional  employees  to  the  several  stations  to  enable  the  inspectors 
in  charge  to  supply  relief  in  those  departments  where  overtime  operations 
were  necessary.  Under  existing  conditions,  however,  neither  of  these 
methods  is  available  to  the  department  for  avoiding  overtime  work.  The 
demands  upon  official  establishments  to  supply  meats  and  products  are 
very  great.  Inspection  for  overtime  operations  must  therefore  be  fur- 
nished whenever  possible.  This  has  resulted  in  many  instances  in 
imposing  excessive  hours  of  service  on  bureau  employees.  It  is  believed 
that  they  would,  in  general,  be  willing  to  render  this  overtime  service  if 
they  received  extra  compensation  therefor,  but  the  department  is  without 
means  or  authority  to  meet  the  situation. 

Employees  in  the  meat-inspection  service  work  in  the  same  environ- 
ment and  under  the  same  conditions  as  do  the  packing-house  employees. 
In  practically  all  the  official  establishments  the  latter  receive  pay  for 
overtime  and  at  a rate  higher  than  that  paid  for  the  basic  day.  This  is  in 
accordance  with  an  agreement  entered  into  by  a number  of  the  large 
packing  companies  with  the  mediation  committee  appointed  by  the 
President.  The  considerations  which  led  that  committee  to  award 
packing-house  employees  pay  for  all  overtime  and  at  an  increased  rate. 
It  is  thought,  are  sufficiently  applicable  to  employees  of  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  to  justify  overtime  pay  for  them  also. 

It  is  understood  that  the  department  of  agriculture  of  Canada  pays  its 
inspectors  stationed  in  official  establishments  for  overtime  and  that  it 
collects  such  pay  from  the  establishments  in  which  the  overtime  service 
is  rendered.  It  is  reported  that  the  plan  is  working  satisfactorily.

The  trained  employees  remaining  in  the  service  are  more  urgently 
needed  now  than  at  any  time  since  the  present  system  was  fully  estab- 
lished. The  places  of  the  experienced  and  trained  men  can  not  be  filled 
by  men  of  the  grade  and  quality  now  available.  Undoubtedly  the 
granting  of  pay  for  overtime  would  be  a sufficient  inducement  to  many  of 
the  men  to  continue  in  the  service.

(The  employee  for  whom  the  above  promotion  is  recommended  is  a 
skilled  artist  and  photographer  of  pathological  subjects  whose  salary  has 
not  been  increased  since  July  1,  1910,  but  who  has  been  in  the  service 
of  this  bureau  almost  from  its  organization.  He  is  expert  in  his  par- 
ticular line  of  work  in  the  laboratory  of  plant  pathology,  which  work  is 
of  a type  for  which  few  artists  have  special  adaptability.  He  is  capable 
of  handling  any  agricultural  subject  from  an  oil  painting  of  an  extensive 
field  to  a photograph  of  the  smallest  microorganism.  His  versatility  in 
commanding  many  art  media — oil  painting,  water  color,  crayon,  pencil, 
pen  and  ink,  and  the  camera — give  liim  a wide  choice  in  securing  the 
very  best  results  for  either  exhibitive  or  illustrative  purposes,  and  his 
knowledge  of  printing  and  reproductive  processes  of  drawings  has  made 
him  much  sought  after  by  pathologists  who  are  about  to  publish.  He 
has  made  many  drawings,  paintings,  photographs,  and  other  illustrative 
records  of  scientific  value,  and  many  of  the  department’s  bulletins  and 
other  publications  contain  his  work.  He  has,  moreover,  invented  a 
number  of  excellent  devices  for  the  expeditious  and  economical  photo- 
graphing of  laboratory  subjects.)

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $19,300, 
but  taking  into  consideration  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  from  the 
emergency  item  for  “plant-disease  survey”  under  stimulating  agricul- 
ture of  1 clerk  of  class  2, 1 clerk  of  class  1,  and  1 clerk  at  $1,100,  aggregating 
$3,700,  the  actual  increase  is  $23,000,  which  is  the  total  amount  now  car- 
ried under  the  emergency  funds  for  this  work. 

This  increase  is  desired  in  order  to  place  the  plant-disease  survey  in- 
vestigations on  a permanent  basis.  The  work  was  not  properly  organized 
until  the  present  year,  when  its  rapid  development  was  made  possible  by 
the  use  of  emergency  funds.  Its  value  as  a complement  to  both  research 
and  extension  activities  has  already  been  amply  demonstrated,  and  its 
usefulness  is  constantly  increasing  with  the  development  of  a better  or- 
ganization throughout  the  country  for  collecting  plant-disease  data 
through  cooperation  with  pathological  workers  outside  the  department. 

The  work  is  of  great  permanent  value  and  should  be  supported  by  regular 
funds.  The  additional  amount  requested  will  enable  the  bureau  (1)  to 
maintain  an  adequate  staff  of  workers,  (2)  to  maintain  cooperative  rela- 
tions with  pathologists  throughout  the  country,  and  (3)  to  undertake  a 
limited  amount  of  special  work  on  diseases  of  particular  importance.

1919.  It  is  a project  of  great  importance  irrespective  of  war  emergency 
conditions.  The  sugar-beet  nematode  has  been  definitely  located  in  four 
of  the  principal  sugar-beet  States— California,  Utah,  Idaho,  and  Colorado. 
It  probably  exists  in  other  States  and  is  causing  losses  to  the  sugar-beet 
industry  amounting  to  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  annually.  The 
infested  areas  are  being  mapped  as  rapidly  as  surveys  can  be  made,  and 
experiments  and  investigations  are  being  conducted  with  a view  to  con- 
trolling the  pest.  A more  complete  life  history  of  the  nematode  must  be 
worked  out  before  the  most  practical  points  of  attack  can  be  found. 
Definite  results  have  been  obtained  in  regard  to  certain  control  measures 
in  given  localities,  but  the  investigation  of  soil  treatments,  crop  rotations, 
and  other  control  measures  will  require  several  years  for  its  completion 
if  the  infested  areas  are  to  be  adequately  covered. 

(6)  §20,000  for  the  control  of  a new  sugar-cane  disease  in  Porto  Rico. 
This  increase  represents  the  amount  carried  in  the  food-production  bill 
for  similar  work  during  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  appropriation  should 
be  continued  for  several  years  regardless  of  war  conditions,  in  order  to 
enable  the  department  to  make  a thorough  study  of  this  disease,  which 
threatens  to  destroy  the  sugar-cane  industry  of  Porto  Rico.  Every  effort 
also  should  be  made  to  keep  the  disease  from  spreading  to  the  mainland.

If  this  need  were  met  by  the  southern  growers  it  would  ob- 
viate the  necessity  for  long-distance  shipments  of  potatoes  from  the  North 
and  West  during  the  winter  season,  thereby  releasing  for  more  urgent 
purposes  a large  number  of  freight  cars.  The  present  practices  of  the 
growers  of  second-crop  seed  in  the  South  are  responsible  in  large  measure 
for  the  inadequacy  of  the  crop  produced.  It  is  believed  that  the  work 
proposed,  conducted  in  cooperation  with  State  experiment  stations  at 
various  points  in  Arkansas,  Oklahoma,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Alabama, 
and  Florida  will  serve  to  demonstrate  the  possibility  of  very  materially 
increasing  the  production  of  second-crop  potatoes.  Sufficient  study  has 
been  given  to  the  problem  to  make  it  possible  to  outline  the  work  in  such 
a way  as  almost  certainly  to  meet  and  solve  some  of  the  difficulties  that 
have  heretofore  stood  in  the  way  of  a larger  production  of  late  potatoes 
in  this  section.

It  is  recommended  in  order  that  there 
may  be  inaugurated  experiments  with  fertilizers  in  regions  where  the  use 
of  fertilizers  now  amounts  annually  to  a large  expenditure,  for  example, 
the  South  and  Middle  Atlantic  regions,  and  in  those  regions  where  the 
increased  use  of  fertilizers  is  expected  to  develop  rapidly,  for  example, 
the  Middle  West  and  the  North  Central  portion  of  the  United  States. 

Agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations  throughout  all  of  these 
regions  have  conducted  many  valuable  experiments,  but  the  extreme 
diversity  of  plan  in  developing  the  experimental  tests  and  the  absence  of 
any  correlation  between  experimental  work  in  different  stations  has  led 
to  much  confusion  in  the  results  obtained.  From  preliminary  confer- 
ences with  representatives  of  many  of  the  States,  it  appears  certain  that 
very  effective  correlation  of  existing  activities  will  be  possible  if  the 
Department  can  aid  in  developing  more  consistent  plans  for  conducting 
such  experiments.  The  work  will  in  large  part  be  cooperative  with  the 
agricultural  experiment  stations  and  the  expenditures  the  Department 
would  need  to  bear  will  be  partly  for  skilled  supervision,  partly  for 
materials,  and  for  labor  in  conducting  some  of  the  experiments.

SUPPLEMENTAL  ESTIMATE. 

NOTE. — The  economics  of  practical  forestry  have  now  attained  a degree 
of  appreciation  in  the  commercial  world,  particularly  in  the  lumber  in- 
dustry, which,  combined  with  recent  changes  in  living  conditions,  makes 
it  exceedingly  difficult  to  maintain  an  adequate  and  competent  force.  To 
meet  this  condition  it  is  necessary  to  revise  the  present  arrangement 
of  statutory  positions,  an  arrangement  which  was  instituted  years  ago  at  a 
time  and  under  conditions  entirely  dissimilar  to  the  present.  The  changes 
proposed  are  as  follows:

(The  employee  filling  this  position  has  served  in  the  department  nearly

meantime  the  responsibilities  of  the  position  have  materially  increased. 

The  promotion  recommended  will  tend  to  equalize  the  salary  of  this 
official  with  the  compensation  now  received  by  disbursing  and  accounting 
officers  in  other  Departments  for  similar  services.)

Increased  living  costs  are  forcing  many  to 
resign,  and  other  competent  men  can  not  be  found  to  take  their  places  at 
the  present  rates.  Because  of  the  technical  character  of  these  positions 
and  the  necessity  for  trained  men,  the  ordinary  plan  of  horizontal  increase, 
applicable  to  clerical  and  nontechnical  positions,  does  not  meet  the 
situation.)

(Much  difficulty  has  been  experienced  for  several  years  in  keeping  filled 
the  important  positions  of  chief  clerk  in  national  forest  headquarters 
offices.  Men  having  the  proper  qualifications  for  such  places  are  always 
in  demand  at  a good  salary  in  the  commercial  world.  These  assignments 
are  frequently  located  in  small  country  towns,  often  far  from  railroads, 
and  are  socially  and  economically  considered  undesirable.  This  fact, 
together  with  the  demand  for  similarly  qualified  men  in  larger  cities  under 
more  congenial  living  and  working  conditions,  puts  the  Forest  Service  at  a 
disadvantage.  To  stabilize  the  clerical  force  in  the  forest  supervisors’ 
offices  and  to  reduce  to  a minimum  the  loss  of  efficiency  that  inevitably 
results  from  frequent  changes  in  personnel,  it  is  necessary  that  the  range  of 
statutory  salaries  be  changed.  In  order  to  maintain  a force  of  stenogra- 
phers and  typewriters  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Forest  Service,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  have  a better  balanced  list  in  the  clerical  positions  so  that  a 
greater  number  of  places  will  be  at  $1,140  and  $1,200,  with  fewer  in  the 
positions  at  lower  salaries.  Therefore,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  places 
in  the  SI. 200  to  $1,620  grades,  inclusive,  has  been  recommended,  with  a 
corresponding  decrease  in  the  number  of  positions  below  the  $1,200  grade. 
This  arrangement  will  result  in  the  elimination  of  the  clerical  places,  with 
the  exception  of  1 clerk  (minor)  at  $900.  below  $1,000.  18  clerks  at  $900 
each,  and  2 at  $840  each.  It  is  believed  that  this  schedule  of  statutory 
clerical  grades  will  materially  relieve  the  situation.)

NOTE. — It  is  recommended  that  the  limitation  on  the  cost  of  buildings 
to  be  erected  on  the  national  forests  be  increased  from  §650  to  §1,500,  the 
present  limitation  having  been  established  in  the  fiscal  year  1912.  On 
account  of  the  sharp  advances  in  the  cost  of  material  and  labor  during  the 
past  two  or  three  years,  it  is  impossible  to  construct  any  buildings  at  all 
adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  Forest  Service  under  the  present  limitation. 
The  cost  of  hardware,  paint,  and  lumber  has  increased  from  50  to  300 
per  cent  in  the  last  three  years,  and  the  cost  of  labor  and  hauling  has 
advanced  proportionately.  During  this  time,  when  any  building  was 
urgently  needed,  it  has  been  necessary  to  leave  such  building  unfinished 
in  some  particular,  and  now  it  is  out  of  the  question  to  consider  any  con- 
struction at  all  under  this  limitation.

Experts  in  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  were  requested  a year  ago  to 
furnish  plans  and  specifications  for  a three  or  four-room  house  to  be  built 
within  the  limitation  of  §650.  They  stated  positively  that  it  could  not  be 
done  and  suggested  a minimum  of  §1,500.  Since  that  time  conditions 
have  grown  worse  rather  than  better.  It  has  been  demonstrated  through 
the  experience  of  commercial  builders,  experts  in  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads,  and  the  Forest  Service  that  a building  suitable  for  a forest  ranger’s 
headquarters  and  habitable  at  all  seasons  can  not  ordinarily  be  constructed 
under  §1,500.  It  is  well  established  that  a log  house  can  not  be  con- 
structed as  cheaply  as  one  of  lumber.  Furthermore,  the  rate  of  deterio- 
ration in  unfinished  and  poorly-constructed  buildings  is  very  rapid ; and 
it  is  beyond  question  that  the  influence  of  living  in  such  buildings  is 
injurious  to  the  health  and  morale  of  employees. 

To  establish  the  limitation  at  $1,500  will  result  in  direct  financial  bene- 
fit to  the  Government  through  prolonged  life  of  buildings,  owing  to 
finished  construction  and  minimized  depreciation;  through  reduced 
maintenance  costs  resulting  from  a better  quality  of  labor  and  material; 
and  through  increased  efficiency  of  employees  due  to  satisfactory  living 
quarters  in  locations  where  the  climate  is  sometimes  decidedly  rigorous. 

No  original  construction,  unless  absolutely  essential,  is  contemplated 
in  the  fiscal  year  1920,  but  the  Forest  Sendee  should  be  in  a position  to 
replace  buildings  destroyed  by  fire  or  accident  or  which  have  become  so 
dilapidated  as  to  be  almost  uninhabitable  and  which  are  absolutely  essen- 
tial to  the  efficient  administration  of  the  national  forests. 

A clause  has  been  inserted  to  provide  payment  of  rewards  for  informa- 
tion leading  to  arrest  and  conviction  for  violation  of  the  laws  and  regula- 
tions relating  to  fires  in  or  near  national  forests,  and  the  unlawful  taking 
of  or  injury  to  Government  property.  Reports  of  forest  officers  show  that 
in  certain  localities  many  forest  fires  have  been  of  incendiary  origin. 
Upon  receipt  of  this  information  notices  were  posted  throughout  the  na- 
tional forests  that,  “provided  Congress  shall  make  the  necessary  appro- 
priation,” rewards  will  be  paid  for  information  leading  to  the  arrest  and 
conviction  of  any  person  on  the  charge  of  willfully  and  maliciously  set- 
ting fire  to  Government  timber,  undergrowth,  etc.  These  notices  pro- 
duced a very  salutory  effect,  as  was  evidenced  by  a considerable  reduc- 
tion in  the  number  of  that  class  of  fires.  It  appears  from  a decision  of 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  that  payments  of  this  kind  may  not  be 
made  from  moneys  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  be- 
cause of  the  specific  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Justice  for  the 
detection  and  prosecution  of  crimes  against  the  United  States.  Experi- 
ence has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  posting  notices  of  rewards  for  infor- 
mation of  the  kind  mentioned  above.  To  discontinue  this  offer  of  pay- 
ment and  to  publish  the  fact  that  payments  could  not  in  future  be  made 
would  doubtless  result  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  fires  of  incendiary 
origin.  The  number  of  instances  where  payments  have  been  made  is 
relatively  small,  and  the  total  amount  paid  has  been  only  a few  hundred 
dollars.  The  value  of  property  of  the  Government  which  has  been  saved 
from  destruction,  however,  through  the  posting  of  these  notices  is  very 
great.

(a)  $225,568  for  additional  fire  protection  on  the  Bear- 
tooth.  Bitterroot.  Blackfeet.  Cabinet.  Clearwater,  Coeur 
d’Alene,  Colville.  Coronado,  Crater.  Flathead,  Gila, 

Idaho.  Jefferson.  Kaniksu,  Kootenai,  Lewis  and  Clark, 

Lolo.  Missoula,  Nez  Perce,  Okanogan,  Oregon,  Pend 
Oreille.  Saint  Joe,  Salmon,  Selway.  and  Umpqua  Na- 
tional Forests.  In  the  case  of  some  of  these  forests  it  has 
been  found  that  the  normal  protective  force  which  has 
been  provided  in  the  past  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  fire 
situation.  Large  areas  in  these  forests  are  far  removed 
from  settlements,  and  when  fires  occur  it  is  difficult, 
owing  to  inadequate  means  of  transportation  and  long  dis- 
tances, to  secure  emergency  fire  fighters  promptly.  In 
order  to  remedy  this  situation  it  will  be  necessary  to  place 
the  regular  protective  short-term  organization  on  a 4- 
months  basis.  The  present  protective  organization  is 
based  on  2 or  3 months  employment  for  lookouts,  smoke 
chasers,  and  patrolmen.  This  is  the  actual  period  of  the 
season  of  greatest  fire  hazard  and  does  not  provide  for  a 
period  of  instruction,  training,  and  preparation  prior  to 
entering  upon  the  protective  work,  which  is  the  key  to 
any  effective  organization.  The  experience  of  the  past 
has  brought  home  very  forcibly  the  fact  that  these  inex- 
perienced employees  require  some  training  and  prepara- 
tion in  order  to  render  their  service  effective.  Further- 
more, the  period  of  2 or  3 months  is  not  attractive 
enough  to  secure  the  character  of  men  required.  Four 
months  of  this  work  would  place  the  Forest  Service  pro- 
tective work  on  a par  with  other  field  and  woods  activi- 
ties and  tend  to  draw  the  type  of  men  needed  to  build 
up  an  effective  fire  organization. 

(b)  $5,000  for  the  maintenance  of  Government  stock. 

This  amount  is  needed  to  cover  the  increased  cost  of  main- 
taining Government  stock  now  assigned  to  and  needed  on 
the  Bitterroot,  Blackfeet,  Clearwater,  Flathead,  Nez 
Perce,  and  Selway  National  Forests.  It  is  necessary  to 
maintain  teams  and  pack  trains  for  protective  and  ad- 
ministrative purposes.  The  cost  of  forage  and  the  neces- 
sary shoeing,  etc.,  of  horses  has  increased  steadily  during 
the  past  two  years,  and  further  advances  may  be  ex- 
pected. Figures  are  now  at  hand  showing  a general 
increase  in  the  price  of  horse  feed  due  to  the  failure  of 
local  crops  and  the  fact  that  large  areas  formerly  devoted 
to  hay  raising  have  been  put  into  grain  and  other  crops.

(c)  $22,002  for  the  employment  of  additional  forest 
assistants  and  scalers  and  for  brush  burning  and  other  ex- 
penses incident  to  increased  timber-sale  business  on  the 
Coconino,  Coronado,  Gila.  Lincoln,  Santa  Fe,  Snoqual- 
mie,  and  Whitman  National  Forests,  and  on  the  new  for- 
ests purchased  under  the  Weeks  law.  which  can  not  be 
properly  handled  by  the  present  force. 

(d)  $5,304  incident  to  the  administration  of  grazing  on 
the  Coconino,  Datil.  Humboldt.  Manti,  and  Tonto  Na- 
tional Forests.  In  view  of  the  increased  number  of  stock 
carried  on  the  national-forest  ranges,  studies  will  need  to 
be  made  of  range  management  looking  to  the  most  econom- 
ical use  of  forage,  the  most  equitable  distribution  of  the 
range  between  the  hundreds  of  permittees,  and  other 
problems  relating  to  the  enforcement  of  the  grazing  regu- 
lations. In  this  connection,  additional  assistance  will  be 
necessary,  and  some  of  the  funds  will  be  required  to  cover 
the  increased  cost  of  travel  and  supplies. 

(e)  §3.500  for  the  administration  and  protection  of 
470.394  acres  added  to  the  Colorado  National  Forest  by 
Presidential  proclamation  of  June  27,  1917,  under  Con- 
gressional authority.  For  this  purpose  two  additional 
rangers  and  4 summer  guards  are  required.  On  account 
of  the  increased  territory  and  the  largely  increased  timber- 
sale  business  it  will  be  necessary  also  to  employ  a forest 
examiner.  Provision  for  travel  and  other  expenses  will 
also  have  to  be  made.  There  has  been  no  increase  in  the 
appropriation  for  the  Colorado  National  Forest  since  this 
large  area  was  added. 

(f)  §4.700  for  general  administrative  expenses  on  the 
Datil,  Salmon,  and  Tonto  National  Forests  and  on  the  new 
forests  included  in  the  areas  purchased  under  the  Weeks 
law.  This  increase  is  made  necessary  on  account  of  the 
great  influx  of  settlers  on  one  of  the  forests  and  the  conse- 
quent increase  in  the  work  of  surveys  and  examination  of 
land;  advance  in  the  cost  of  travel  and  supplies;  admin- 
istration and  protection  of  new  areas,  etc.

NOTE. — The  items  for  land  classification  and  entry  surveys  have  been 
combined  in  one  paragraph,  showing  an  apparent  decrease  in  the  total 
appropriation  of  $12,800,  but,  taking  into  consideration  the  transfer  to 
the  statutory  roll  of  a surveyor,  at  $1,800,  the  actual  decrease  is  only 
$11,000,  which  is  made  possible  by  the  completion  of  land  classification 
in  a number  of  localities  and  a consequent  reduction  in  the  number  of 
parties  engaged  in  this  work.

ture,  gas  warfare,  boxing  and  packing,  etc.  Where  the  work  is  conducted 
for  the  War  and  Navy  Departments,  allotments  are  made  to  cover  in- 
creased requirements.  In  part,  however,  the  increase  represents  the 
growing  demands  upon  the  organization  for  help  by  the  wood-using  indus- 
tries engaged  in  producing  war  materials  and  is  not  properly  chargeable 
against  War  and  Navy  Department  allotments. 

The  demands  for  help  from  the  industries  include  advice  regarding  the 
properties  of  wood,  in  many  cases  involving  special  tests  of  new  woods  for 
special  purposes ; advice  concerning  the  application  of  test  data  under  new 
conditions;  a large  amount  of  help  as  to  methods  of  kiln  drying  airplane 
and  vehicle  woods  and  gunstock  material,  in  which  connection  require- 
ments as  to  methods  and  speed  are  more  exacting  than  ever  before  under 
Government  specifications  and  inspection;  assistance  in  the  commercial 
application  of  new  methods  of  gluing  and  other  phases  of  plywood  manu- 
facture, and,  in  general,  advice  and  assistance  to  all  industries  which  use 
wood  and  forest  products.

NOTE. — A proviso  has  been  added  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  land 
now  used  as  a forest  nursery  site.  There  is  no  Government  land  properly 
located  and  suitable  for  forest-nursery  purposes  on  the  Michigan  National 
Forest.  In  the  spring  of  1916  a tract  of  land  consisting  of  approximately 
2.4  acres  was  leased  for  nursery  use  in  East  Tawas,  Mich.,  which  town  is 
the  headquarters  of  the  forest  supervisor  in  charge  of  the  Michigan  National 
Forest.  The  lease  was  for  a period  of  one  year,  with  provision  for  a 
renewal  for  another  year.  On  June  30,  1918,  when  the  two-year  period 
elapsed , the  owner  refused  to  renew  the  lease  but  was  willing  to  sell  the 
land  at  a reasonable  price.  As  the  land  was  still  occupied  as  a nursery 
and  contained  a considerable  quantity  of  growing  stock,  the  forest 
supervisor  purchased  it  from  the  owner  for  $175.  The  land  has  proved 
to  be  entirely  suitable  for  forest  nursery  purposes , and  as  it  is  planned  to 
use  this  nursery  year  after  year  and  as  the  price  ($175)  is  considered  very 
reasonable,  it  is  recommended  that  provision  be  included  in  the  appro- 
priation bill  for  1920  for  acquiring  this  land  from  the  present  owner. 

The  additional  $25  will  be  barely  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  survey, 
taxes,  preparation  of  deed,  etc.  /

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  §31,140,  but

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $18, 660.  Theseveral 
lines  of  investigational  work  carried  on  under  this  appropriation  have 
expanded  very  materially  during  the  past  year  and  a half.  Seven  chem- 
ists were  recently  detailed  by  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment to  the  Arlington  Farm  laboratory  to  cooperate  in  the  experiments 
on  nitrogen  fixation  and  allied  problems.  Without  this  assistance  it 
would  have  been  impossible  to  develop  the  work  to  its  present  stage. 

It  may  be  necessary  for  the  War  Department  to  withdraw  some,  if  not  all, 
of  these  chemists  at  any  time,  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture  should 
be  in  a position  to  continue  the  work  without  outside  assistance,  since  it 
is  as  important  from  a fertilizer  standpoint  in  time  of  peace  as  a munition 
standpoint  in  time  of  war.  At  the  present  time  five  chemists  are  detailed 
from  the  chemical  division  and  two  from  the  physical  division  of  the 
Bureau  of  Soils  to  assist  temporarily  with  this  work.  This  means  a tem- 
porary suspension  of  important  work  upon  which  these  chemists  were 
previously  engaged,  which  should  be  renewed  with  the  advent  of  peace. 

There  is  also  need  for  additional  laboratory  space  and  equipment.  In 
order  to  carry  on  the  nitrogen-fixation  investigations  on  the  scale  desired 
by  the  War  Department,  the  Arlington  Farm  laboratory  has  been  turned 
over  to  that  work  entirely,  thereby  making  necessary  the  transfer  of  the 
potash  and  phosphoric  acid  investigations  to  the  chemical  laboratory  in 
Washington.  Since  the  work  has  been  begun  and  carried  forward  thus 
far  on  this  scale,  it  is  believed  necessary  for  efficient  operation  to  continue 
it  on  the  same  basis,  involving  the  use  of  practically  all  the  present  lab- 
oratory space  of  the  Bureau  of  Soils  at  Arlington  Farm.

greater  efficiency  in  the  administration  and  direction  of  the  two  lines  of 
work.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  this  item  of  $25,000  ($10,000  to  be  made 
immediately  available).  This  amount  is  necessary  in  order  to  promptly 
institute  investigations  looking  to  the  control  of  the  European  corn  borer. 
This  insect,  a boring  caterpillar,  is  native  of  central  Europe,  west-central 
and  northern  Asia,  and  Japan.  It  is  the  most  dangerous  insect  enemy  of 
corn  which  has  ever  appeared  in  this  country.  At  present  the  insect 
infests  an  area  somewhat  exceeding  300  square  miles  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  Boston,  Mass.  It  has  already  inflicted  serious  injury  to  the 
sweet-corn  industry  of  that  region,  and,  should  the  pest  succeed  in  reach- 
ing the  great  corn  belt  of  the  country,  the  annual  losses  from  its  work 
would  undoubtedly  amount  to  many  millions  of  dollars.  In  Hungary  it 
has  been  known  to  destroy  one-fourth  of  the  entire  crop  in  a single  year. 
The  insect  attacks  many  plants,  besides  corn,  including  hops,  hemp, 
garden  crops,  and  native  wild  grasses  and  weeds.  Strong  efforts  will  be 
made  to  prevent  its  spread  into  contiguous  territory  and,  if  possible,  to 
exterminate  it  entirely  throughout  its  present  abode.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  have  at  least  $10,000  of  this  amount  available  in  the  early  spring  in  order 
to  complete  the  work  of  cleaning  up  the  infested  premises  'during  the  short 
period  of  time  available  for  that  work — between  the  breaking  up  of  winter 
and  the  actual  advent  of  spring — after  which  nothing  further  can  be  done 
in  the  way  of  control  work  until  the  following  fall.  It  is  the  intention  to 
place  in  the  field  as  large  a force  of  assistants  as  possible  for  a few  weeks  in 
order  to  conduct  a vigorous  campaign  for  the  cleaning  up  of  infested  land.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $147,000,  but 
in  as  much  as  the  $22,000  item  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Lacey  Act  is 
being  transferred  to  this  paragraph  (see  item  34),  the  actual  increase  in 
the  appropriation  for  the  protection  of  migratory  birds  under  the  Act  of 
July  3.  1918,  is  $125,000.  This  amount  is  urgently  needed  in  order  that 
the  department  may  comply  with  the  widespread  and  insistent  demand 
for  a more  adequate  enforcement  of  the  law  than  is  possible  with  the 
limited  funds  available  at  the  present  time,  and  in  order  to  secure  needed 
information  for  use  as  a basis  for  future  regulations.  The  present  appro- 
priation of  $50  000  is  wholly  inadequate  for  the  proper  administration  of 
the  migratory-bird  treaty  act  over  the  entire  United  States  and  Alaska. 
This  is  evident  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  State  of  New  York  alone  spends 
more  than  $300  000  a year  on  its  game  and  fish  warden  service,  Illinois 
about  $125,000,  and  California  about  $150,000. 

In  addition  to  the  administration  of  the  law  it  is  necessary  to  conduct 
investigations  in  many  parts  of  the  country  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
information  concerning  depredations  on  crops  of  certain  species  which 
must  be  controlled  and  to  secure  facts  needed  in  the  consideration  of 
suggested  changes  in  the  regulations. 

Reports  from  43  States  indicate  a substantial  increase  in  migratory  wild 
fowl  and  insectivorous  birds  under  the  former  imperfect  migratory-bird 
law.  Under  the  present  Act,  with  its  added  powers,  it  is  believed  that, 
with  sufficient  funds  to  effectively  administer  the  law.  a very  great 
increase  can  be  made  in  the  migratory  game  birds  as  well  as  the  useful 
insectivorous  species  in  this  country. 

Under  the  present  appropriation  of  $50,000  a number  of  the  States  are 
practically  without  any  representative  of  the  department  for  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  the  law.  To  guarantee  general  respect  for  this  Act  it  is 
necessary  that  21  additional  United  States  game  wardens  be  appointed. 

The  State  constitutions  of  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  South  Carolina, 
Florida.  Indiana.  Illinois,  Texas,  and  Wyoming  prohibit  State  officers 
and  employees  from  cooperating  with  the  Federal  Government  in  the 
enforcement  of  laws  for  the  protection  of  migratory  birds  and  receiving 
remuneration  therefor  from  the  Federal  Government.  For  this  reason 
it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  United  States  game  wardens  wholly  in  the 
service  of  the  Federal  Government  in  those  States. 

In  order  to  insure  cooperation  between  State  game  departments  and  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  it  is  highly  important  that  at  least  50  United 
States  deputy  game  wardens  be  employed,  these  to  be  chosen  mainly 
from  State  game  wardens  and  their  best  qualified  deputies,  each  to

If  provision  is  made  for  the  two  additional 
specialists  herein  recommended,  one  will  be  assigned  to  Oklahoma,

strawberry,  tomato,  and  early  Irish-potato  producing  areas;  and  the 
other  to  Texas,  Kansas,  Missouri,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  and  Wis- 
consin, in  which  territory  are  located  the  main  Bermuda-onion  produc- 
ing areas  and  important  cabbage,  tomato,  cucumber,  and  pea  producing 
regions. 

(3)  $5,000  for  traveling  expenses  of  the  two  additional  truck-crop 
specialists. 

(4)  $20,650  for  additional  traveling  expenses  of  the  present  field  force, 
as  follows: 

(а)  $18,450  for  41  field  agents,  at  $450  each.  The  cost  of  traveling  is 
increasing,  and  the  more  intensive  inspection  necessary  requires  the 
hiring  of  automobiles.  This  mode  of  travel,  while  comparatively  expen- 
sive, is  vastly  more  efficient  than  any  other. 

(б)  $900  for  one  fruit-crop  specialist  and  two  assistants,  at  $300  each. 

A large  part  of  the  inspection  conducted  by  these  men  is  in  orchard  dis- 
tricts at  points  difficult  of  access  except  by  automobile  travel. 

(c)  $1,300  for  inspection  trips  by  administrative  officers  to  the  field 
agents’  headquarters  and  to  attend  group  meetings  of  field  agents.  The 
practice  of  holding  group  meetings  of  field  agents  for  purposes  of  discus- 
sion and  instruction  has  been  recently  instituted  and  has  proved  decidedly 
helpful.  So  far  as  possible  the  chief  of  bureau  or  other  administrative 
officers  attend  these  .meetings. 

(5)  $4,500  for  stationery.  The  volume  of  special  inquiries  and  the 
consequent  consumption  of  paper  and  envelopes  are  increasing.  An 
effort  is  being  made  to  curtail  the  use  of  envelopes  so  far  as  may  be  done 
without  detriment  to  the  service,  but  with  such  economy  as  can  be 
effected  the  cost  will  still  be  larger  in  1920  than  in  previous  years.

85.000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  imme- 
diately available  to  repair  damage  due  to  typhoon;  and  the 
Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States,  $15,000;  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  sell  such  products  as  are. 
obtained  on  the  land  belonging  to  the  agricultural  experi- 
ment stations  in  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico,  the  island  of 
Guam,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States:  Pro- 
vided, That  of  the  sum  herein  appropriated  for  the  experiment 
station  in  Hawaii  $7,500  may  be  used  in  agricultural  ex- 
tension work  in  Hawaii:  And  provided  further,  That  here- 
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after  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  assigned  to 
permanent  duty  in  the  Virgin  Islands  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  privileges  as  to  leave  of  absence  as  are  conferred  upon 
employees  assigned  to  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico,  and  Guam 
by  the  Act  of  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen 
( Thirty-eighth  Statutes  at  Large,  page  four  hundred  and  forty- 
one),  and  if  any  employee  of  the  agricultural  experiment  sta- 
tions of  the  United  States  in  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico, 

Guam,  or  the  Virgin  Islands  shall  elect  to  postpone  the  taking 
of  any  or  all  of  the  annual  leave  to  which  he  may  be  entitled 
under  the  said  Act  of  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fourteen,  he  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture, subject  to  the  interests  of  the  public  service,  be  allowed  to 
take  at  onetime  unused  annual  leave  which  may  have  accumu- 
lated within  not  to  exceed  four  years,  and  be  paid  at  the  rate 
obtaining  at  the  time  the  leave  is  granted  (acts  July  2, 1862, 
vol.  12,  p.  503,  sec.  1 ; Mar.  2, 1887,  vol.  24-,  p.  4^0,  secs.  1-10; 

Mar.  16,  1906,  vol.  34,  p-  63,  secs.  2,  3;  May  8,  1914,  vol.  38, 

pp.  372-374,  sec.  1;  Oct.  1,  1918,  vol.  49,  p • 999,  sec.  1) $215,  000.  00 


NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  this  item  of  $25,000,  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  use  as  follows: 

(а)  $10,000  for  the  Alaska  stations.  Experiments  with  live  stock  on 
the  island  of  Kodiak  during  the  past  decade  have  demonstrated  the 
possibility  of  producing  beef  cattle  under  local  conditions.  The  depart- 
ment now  maintains  on  this  island  a valuable  herd  of  about  60  pure-bred 
Galloway  cattle.  About  $2,500  of  the  increase  requested  is  needed  for  the 
erection  of  suitable  sanitary  barns  for  this  herd.  Department  veteri- 
narians who  have  visited  the  station  to  test  the  stock  have  condemned  the 
cattle  barns  as  insanitary  and  recommend  their  destruction.  The  present 
barns  are  temporary  structures  built  as  the  herd  increased  with  funds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  products  raised  at  the  station.  Sufficient  funds 
have  never  been  available  for  the  erection  of  suitable  permanent  struc- 
tures. An  increase  of  $1,000  for  remodeling  these  barns  was  included  in 
the  appropriation  act  for  1919.  Such  repairs,  however,  will  be  of  a make- 
shift nature  at  best  and  will  only  serve  to  put  the  barns  into  usable  condi- 
tion until  permanent  structures  can  be  erected . 

At  the  Matanuska  station  it  is  desired  to  take  up  dairying  and  pig  raising. 
This  region,  recently  opened  up  by  the  Government  railroad,  is  believed 
to  offer  great  possibilities  for  dairying.  It  is  reported  that  more  than 
1,000  homesteads  have  been  taken  up  in  the  Matanuska  and  Susitna  Val- 
leys, and  the  settlers  have  requested  the  station  to  undertake  some  work 
with  live  stock,  especially  to  secure  some  pure-bred  sires  and  to  conduct 
experiments  in  dairying  to  determine  its  possibilities  in  the  region.  A 
stock  barn,  some  clearing  for  pasture,  and  breeding  stock  are  necessary  in 
order  to  undertake  the  work  on  an  adequate  experimental  basis.  It  is 
estimated  that  $7,500  will  be  required  for  tills  purpose. 

It  is  recommended  that  $10,000  of  the  appropriation  for  the  Alaska 
stations  be  made  immediately  available  so  as  to  promptly  provide  for  the 
proposed  new  work  at  Kodiak  and  Matanuska.  New  language  authoriz- 
ing tills  expenditure  has  accordingly  been  added  to  the  paragraph. 

(б)  $5,000  for  the  Hawaii  station.  This  amount  is  recommended  in 
order  to  further  develop  the  demonstration  and  extension  work  of  the 
station.  An  additional  man  will  be  employed  for  extension  work,  largely 
on  Oahu,  the  most  populous  island  of  the  group,  and  the  cooperative 
demonstration  work  on  all  the  islands  will  be  increased.  Hawaii  has 
many  races  of  people  who  can  be  reached  only  through  demonstrations 
and  the  example  of  leaders  of  their  own  race,  a number  of  whom  will  be 
employed  as  collaborators  of  the  department. 

(c)  $5,000  for  the  Porto  Rico  station,  to  be  used  for  the  stimulation  of 
food  production  on  the  islands  for  home  consumption.  The  conditions  for 
increasing  the  local  production  of  many  foods  now  imported  from  the 
mainland  are  believed  to  be  very  promising,  and  the  station  has  a large 
amount  of  information  that  should  be  of  value  if  properly  disseminated. 
One  or  two  men  on  a full-time  basis  will  be  added  to  the  force  of  the  sta- 
tion if  this  increase  is  allowed. 

(d)  $5,000  for  the  Guam  station.  A serious  typhoon  visited  the  island  on 
July  6,  1918,  and  from  recent  information  it  is  learned  that  considerable 
damage  was  done  to  the  residence  of  the  superintendent,  the  engine  house, 
and  the  storehouse,  with  slight  damage  to  the  office  building,  stable,  and 
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carriage  shed.  The  poultry  plant,  fences,  and  all  the  small  buildings 
were  practically  destroyed  and  the  crops  ruined.  To  restore  the  various 
structures  a large  amount  of  material  and  labor  will  be  necessary.  It  is 
requested  that  this  money  be  made  immediately  available  in  order  that  the 
damage  may  be  repaired  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  and  new  lan- 
guage has  been  added  to  the  paragraph  accordingly. 

A proviso  has  also  been  added  which,  if  enacted,  will  grant  to  perma- 
nent employees  of  the  department  on  the  Virgin  Islands  the  same  privi- 
lege as  to  annual  leave  as  that  conferred  upon  employees  assigned  to 
Alaska,  Porto  Rico,  Hawaii,  and  Guam.  It  will  also  permit  the  perma- 
nent employees  at  all  these  stations  to  take  at  one  time  unused  annual 
leave  which  may  have  accumulated  within  not  to  exceed  four  years. 
Under  the  law  at  present  employees  of  the  department  in  the  Virgin 
Islands  are  entitled  to  only  15  days’  leave,  whereas  permanent  employees 
at  other  insular  stations  are  allowed  30  days. 

For  some  time  those  in  charge  of  these  stations  have  iu-ged  a change  in 
the  law  regarding  leave  of  absence  for  the  members  of  their  staffs.  Under 
the  present  limitation  of  30  days’  annual  leave  few  of  them  take  vaca- 
tions, as  there  are  few  places  they  desire  to  visit  that  can  be  reached 
within  the  period  allowed . In  normal  times  two  weeks  is  required  for  the 
trip  from  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico,  and  Virgin  Islands  stations  to  the  nearest 
mainland  port  and  return,  and  for  the  Alaska  and  Guam  stations  a much 
longer  period  is  required . On  account  of  the  shortness  of  the  time  granted 
and  the  expense  of  the  trip, many  of  the  men  have  not  been  away  from  their 
stations  for  several  years.  The  stations  are  all  isolated,  and  the  work  is 
carried  on  under  very  monotonous  conditions.  The  isolation  and  the 
enervating  climate  of  the  Tropics  cause  a rapid  deterioration  in  capacity 
for  research.  Other  departments  and  Governments  have  recognized  this 
condition  and  have  made  more  liberal  provision  for  annual  leave.  It  is 
reported  that  the  Customs  Service  and  the  Labor  and  Immigration  Serv- 
ice in  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  grant  additional  leave  to  cover  the  time  re- 
quired on  the  voyage.  Civilian  employees  of  the  War  and  Navy  Depart- 
ments located  at  stations  outside  the  continental  United  States  are  granted 
more  leave  than  those  on  the  mainland.  The  Philippine  and  Canal  Zone 
administrations  are  liberal  in  the  matter  of  annual  leave,  and  in  addition 
they  make  allowance  for  the  time  required  for  transportation.  The  Naval 
Act  approved  Aug.  29,  1916  (Stat.  at  Large,  39,  Pt.  I,  pp.  557,  558),  pro- 
vides for  cumulative  leave  for  civilian  employees  at  stations  outside  the 
continental  limits  of  the  United  States.  It  is  believed  that  the  enactment 
of  the  legislation  proposed  would  serve  to  keep  the  men  more  contented 
and  make  possible  the  restoration  of  their  mental  and  corporal 
vigor,  besides  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  personnel  and  removing  a 
cause  of  frequent  resignations,  as  it  would  give  time  for  recuperation  and 
for  study  at  other  institutions.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $46,160,  but

During  the  past  few  years  the  public  demand  for  reliable  information 
on  the  scientific  and  economic  aspects  of  home  problems  has  increased 
greatly.  This  has  been  due  (a)  to  the  increased  cost  of  living  and  the 
shortage  of  many  materials  consumed  in  the  home  and  the  consequent 
need  for  more  careful  choice  and  utilization;  (6)  to  the  increased  instruc- 
tion given  in  schools  and  colleges,  due  in  part  to  the  vocational  educa- 
tion act  and  in  part  to  the  general  interest  in  more  practical  education

in  our  school  system  and  the  consequent  need  on  the  part  of  teachers 
and  students  for  more  information  than  is  available  in  standard  reference 
books;  and  (c)  to  the  rapid  extension  of  the  work  of  the  home-demonstra- 
tion agents  now  employed  in  all  the  States,  2,000  women  being  engaged 
in  this  work. 

The  only  organization  specifically  authorized  to  conduct  investigations 
covering  the  field  of  home  economics  is  the  Office  of  Home  Economics  of 
this  department.  At  present  this  office  is  greatly  handicapped  because 
its  means  are  so  small  that  its  investigations  necessarily  are  very  limited 
in  scope  and  can  not  be  conducted  on  a sufficiently  large  scale  to  produce 
satisfactory  results  unless  spread  over  a long  period  of  time.  The  broad 
and  urgent  demand  for  information  along  home-economics  lines  has 
compelled  this  office  to  use  the  services  of  its  small  staff  very  largely  in 
collating  and  writing  up  material  gathered  from  various  sources.  If  the 
department  is  to  maintain  leadership  as  a research  agency  in  the  field  it 
must  be  in  a position  to  conduct  original  studies  under  such  conditions 
as  will  enable  it  to  make  frequent  contributions  to  knowledge. 

Teachers,  writers,  extension  workers,  housekeepers,  industrial  firms, 
and  private  and  State  institutions  concerned  with  the  living  conditions 
of  their  employees  or  dependents  all  apply  to  this  office  for  definite 
information  regarding  the  less-understood  questions  of  food,  clothing, 
household  equipment,  and  household  management  or  for  help  in  the 
solution  of  their  individual  problems.  Other  branches  of  the  Govern- 
ment (e.  g.,  the  War  Department,  especially  in  its  Division  of  Food  and 
Nutrition,  the  Department  of  Labor,  the  IT.  S.  Shipping  Board,  the 
Bureau  of  Fisheries,  and  the  Food  Administration)  and  other  bureaus  of 
the  department  also  apply  to  it  for  assistance  with  increasing  frequency. 
The  States  Relations  Service  is  under  special  obligation  to  provide  the 
cooperative  extension  forces  with  reliable  information  on  home-economics 
subjects,  but  under  present  conditions  the  Office  of  Home  Economics  is 
not  meeting  their  expectations  as  a broad  source  of  authoritative  informa- 
tion and  can  not  become  so  with  its  limited  means.  For  this  reason  the 
home-demonstration  work  rests  on  a relatively  weak  scientific  basis.

N OTE . — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $3,500,  but  taking 
into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  of  1 clerk  and  chief 
accountant  at  $2,400,  1 clerk  of  class  3,  1 clerk  of  class  2,  and  1 clerk  at 
$1,100,  aggregating  $6,500,  the  actual  increase  is  $10,000. 

Since  the  amount  for  general  administrative  expenses  was  fixed  at  the 
present  figure  the  force  on  the  rolls  of  the  bureau  has  increased  from 
1,965  to  nearly  7,000.  The  correspondence  and  other  business  with  the 
Secretary’s  office  and  the  bureaus  of  the  department  have  greatly 
increased.  The  additional  amount  recommended  is  to  meet  this  need 
and  to  provide  for  the  growth  of  the  business  connected  with  the  per- 
sonnel records,  the  more  satisfactory  handling  of  supplies,  the  employ- 
ment of  temporary  help,  etc.,  and  for  other  unforeseen  expenses  which 
must  be  defrayed  from  this  appropriation.  With  the  great  advance  in 
the  cost  of  supplies  and  traveling  expenses,  the  small  increase  wall  be 
urgently  needed.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  of  $50,000  in  the  above  item.  This 
amount  is  needed  in  order  to  quickly  and  adequately  further  the  de- 
partment’s efforts  looking  to  the  development  of  efficient  farm  machin- 
ery. It  is  unnecessary  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  farm  machinery 
in  agricultural  operations.  The  maximum  efficiency  can  be  attained 
only  through  the  development  of  simple,  standardized,  and  unusually 
efficient  machinery.  Because  of  its  relative  importance,  the  tractor  is 
receiving  particular  attention  at  this  time.  Manufacturers  are  making 
concerted  efforts  to  standardize  the  tractor,  and  a thorough  investigation  of 
existing  types  should  be  made  by  a disinterested  agency.  There  is  a 
wide  variation  in  the  practice  of  manufacturers  regarding  the  horsepower 
ratings  of  engines,  the  rate  of  horsepower  required  to  operate  different 
machines,  the  height  of  the  hitch  above  the  ground,  the  recommended 
speeds,  the  size  of  pulleys,  the  width  of  belts,  and  many  other  details  of 
construction.  In  many  cases  these  variations  are  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  machines  originated  at  different  factories.  It  should  be  possible  to 
decide  on  standards  for  the  majority  of  them  and  to  have  the  manufac- 
turers agree  to  construct  to  those  standards.  The  results  obtained 
through  governmental  research  and  experiment  in  this  field  will  be 
authoritative  and  will  have  the  confidence  of  the  public.  This  character 
of  work  can  not  be  carried  on  without  the  installation  of  a specially  de- 
signed testing  plant  and  the  employment  of  the  requisite  personnel  to 
undertake  such  a series  of  tests.  It  is  planned  to  use  a part  of  the  labora- 
tory building  at  the  Arlington  farm  forthis  purpose.  The  cost  of  properly 
equipping  the  plant  is  estimated  at  $20,000,  and  $30,000  will  be  required 
for  salaries  and  for  travel  and  miscellaneous  expenses.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $25,280,  but 
taking  into  consideration  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  of  this  bureau 
amounting  to  $13,700  and  the  transfer  of  1 clerk  of  class  2 and  1 watch- 
man, at  $720  to  the  statutory  roll  of  the  Secretary’s  office,  the  actual 
increase  is  $41,100.  Of  this  amount  $27,000  is  being  transferred  from 
the  item  “ Special  marketing  activities  ” under  the  food  production  act, 
leaving  an  actual  increase  of  $14,100  for  the  work  already  under  way 
under  the  regular  appropriation  for  “Marketing  and  distributing  farm 
products.” 

This  increase  is  requested  to  enable  the  Department  to  Ire  of  greater 
assistance  to  the  farmers  of  the  country  during  the  period  of  readjust- 
ment following  the  war.  It  is  proposed  to  use  the  additional  $41,100  as 
follows : 

(a)  $15,000  for  cooperative  purchasing  and  marketing.  From  the  sum 
appropriated  for  “ Special  marketing  activities  ” under  the  food  produc- 
tion act  an  allotment  of  approximately  $32,000  was  made  for  emergency 
work  in  cooperative  purchasing  and  marketing.  Of  this  sum  it  is  planned 
to  transfer  $15,000  to  regular  funds  in  order  to  provide  for  this  work  on 
a permanent  basis.  If  only  the  present  regular  appropriations  are  avail- 
able for  this  work  next  year  it  will  be  impossible  to  conduct  work  in  an 
effective  and  adequate  way. 

Under  war  conditions  the  production  of  many  agricultural  commodi- 
ties has  been  tremendously  increased,  and  upon  return  to  normal  condi- 
tions it  will  be  necessary  to  conduct  all  marketing  operations  with  the 
utmost  efficiency  if  disorder  is  to  be  avoided.  If  producers  are  assisted 
to  organize  along  sound  economic  lines  they  will  be  in  a much  better 
position  to  overcome  the  difficulties  than  if  left  to  do  so  by  their  unaided 
individual  efforts.  Diversification  of  production  is  now  being  practiced 
to  an  increasing  extent  by  farmers  in  the  South  in  response  to  urgent 
appeals  from  all  interested  in  the  betterment  of  agricultural  conditions. 
This  has  greatly  increased  the  need  for  cooperative  organization  there. 

(b)  $12,000  for  foreign  marketing  investigations.  The  available  funds 
under  regular  appropriations  are  totally  inadequate  for  continuing  this 
work  in  a proper  way.  During  the  current  fiscal  year  it  is  being  sup- 
ported by  an  allotment  of  $26,000  from  the  emergency  item  “Special 
marketing  activities.”  It  is  proposed  to  transfer  $12,000  of  this  amount 
to  the  regular  bill  in  order  to  place  the  work  on  a satisfactory  permanent 
basis.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  should  be  in  a position  to  render 
effective  aid  to  producers  and  shippers  of  farm  products  in  the  solution 
of  their  foreign  marketing  problems.  It  is  understood  that  the  Bureau 
of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  of  the  Department  of  Commerce 
plans  no  work  along  agricultural  market  lines.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Department  of  Commerce  has  perfected  plans  for  an  extensive  expansion 
of  its  work  on  manufactured  lines,  in  order  that  it  may  be  prepared  to 
assist  the  manufacturers  of  the  country  during  the  post-war  period.  In 
the  interest  of  the  agricultural  industries,  therefore,  it  is  believed  to  be 
very  important  to  maintain  in  Europe  during  the  readjustment  period 
the  two  or  more  special  investigators  whom  it  is  planned  to  place  there 
during  the  present  year. 

(c)  $14,100  for  cotton  handling  and  marketing.  Cotton  grading  v/ork 
is  now  in  progress  in  North  and  South  Carolina,  Arkansas,  and  Texas. 
It  is  very  desirable  that  this  work  be  extended  to  other  States,  in  order 
to  demonstrate  to  farmers  the  value  and  necessity  of  a thorough  knowl- 
edge of  their  cotton  grades  before  offering  the  product  for  sale.  The 
department’s  work  has  already  increased  the  incentive  on  the  part  of 
growers  to  produce  better  grades  and  longer  staple.  It  has  been  shown 
that  a proper  knowledge  of  grades  has  resulted  in  gains  to  the  producer 
of  from  $1  to  $1.50  per  bale.  Fluctuations  in  price  at  primary  market 
points  have  increased  greatly  under  existing  conditions,  and  the  pro- 
ducers should  be  put  into  the  possession  of  such  knowledge  as  will 
enable  them  properly  to  dispose  of  their  crops.  Cotton  is  the  great  staple 
crop  upon  which  the  economic  structure  of  the  entire  South  largely  rests, 
and  it  necessarily  follows  that  the  use  of  better  methods  of  marketing 
that  commodity  is  a matter  of  direct  importance  to  the  whole 

Nation.

— There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $108,000,  but 
taking  into  consideration  the  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  of  this  bureau 
amounting  to  $135,700  ($27,060  from  the  regular  and  $108,640  from  the 
emergency  item)  and  the  transfer  of  1 electrical  wireman  at  $1,100  to  the 
statutory  roll  of  the  Secretary’s  office,  the  actual  increase  is  $244,800. 

This  increase  represents  the  transfer  of  that  amount  from  the  emergency 
appropriation  for  a market  news  service  on  fruits  and  vegetables.  This 
transfer  is  necessary  in  order  to  place  the  project  on  an  adequate  perma- 
nent basis.  Unless  it  is  effected  it  will,  upon  the  withdrawal  of  funds 
now  provided  under  the  food  production  act,  be  necessary  to  dismantle 
certain  branch  offices  or  to  discontinue  a large  part  of  the  service  now 
rendered  in  producing  localities.  This  would  necessarily  reduce  ma- 
terially the  effectiveness  of  the  service  as  a whole.  That  the  work  is 
greatly  appreciated  by  growers  and  decidedly  useful  to  them  is  clearly 
indicated  by  the  many  expressions  coming  to  the  department  from  the 
sections  of  the  country  directly  affected . 

it  hen  the  news  service  on  fruits  and  vegetables  was  expanded  under 
emergency  funds,  the  work  was  enlarged  in  the  only  possible  way.  The 
bureau  pushed  through  in  one  year  arrangements  for  a service  which, 
under  normal  conditions,  might  not  have  been  so  expanded  for  three  or 
four  years.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  carriers,  at  a cost  of  much 
time,  labor,  and  money,  for  furnishing  reports  to  the  bureau,  necessary 
furniture  and  equipment  were  bought,  quarters  were  leased,  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  the  leased-wire  service,  and  large  numbers  of  work- 
ers were  employed  and  specially  trained  to  perform  this  work.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $94,800,  but 
taking  into  consideration  the  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  amounting  to 
$75,200  ($9,040  from  the  regular  item  and  $66,160  from  the  emergency 
item),  the  actual  increase  in  this  appropriation  is  $170,000,  this  amount 
being  transferred  from  the  emergency  appropriation  1 ‘ Market  news  service 
on  live  stock  and  meats.” 

As  in  the  case  of  the  market  news  service  on  fruits  and  vegetables,  this 
service  was  expanded  within  a year  to  a point  which  ordinarily  would  not 
have  been  reached  in  two  or  three  years.  A number  of  persons  have  been 
employed  and  trained  especially  for  this  work,  important  arrangements 
involving  much  time,  travel,  and  labor  were  perfected  with  the  railroads 
for  furnishing  the  reports,  new  quarters  were  leased,  and  new  equipment 
bought.  A temporary  interruption  of  the  service  on  account  of  discon- 
tinuance of  emergency  funds  would  result  in  large  financial  loss  to  the 
Government  and  would  react  in  a very  un(avorable  way  on  the  live-stock 
industry.  The  funds  now  carried  in  the  regular  appropriation  are  not 
sufficient  to  maintain  even  the  six  original  offices,  established  before 
emergency  funds  were  available,  if  the  reports  which  are  now  being 
released  are  to  be  continued  and  are  to  be  transmitted  over  the  leased 
wires.

The  various  live-stock  exchanges  and  boards  of  trade  at  market  centers, 
the  commercial  telegraph  companies,  press  associations,  and  other  news 
distributing  agencies  and  papers  throughout  the  country  have  come  to 
depend  so  largely  upon  these  reports  that  their  discontinuance  would 
very  materially  cripple  this  service.  The  daily  newspapers  in  most  large 
cities  now  publish  daily  Chicago  live-stock  market  quotations  under  a 
Bureau  of  Markets  heading,  and  the  official  aspect  thus  given  to  the 
reports  is  exerting  a powerful  influence  in  the  development  of  confidence 
in  market  conditions,  which  heretofore  has  been  seriously  lacking  among 
live-stock  producers.

- This  service  has  been  received  with  great  enthusiasm  by  dairy 
producers  and  the  trade,  as  this  field  was  very  poorly  supplied  with 
accurate  and  dependable  market  information  before  it  was  instituted 
under  the  emergency  appropriation.  Hundreds  of  letters  of  appreciation 
have  been  received  from  manufacturers,  commission  men,  and  producers, 
and  even  a temporary  discontinuance  of  the  work  would  have  serious 
effects  in  taking  from  the  industries  affected  market  information  at  the 
very  time  when  it  will  be  most  needed.  For  the  purpose  of  issuing  these 
reports  it  has  been  necessary  to  establish  a certain  number  of  branch 
offices,  which  would  have  to  be  dismantled  if  the  work  were  stopped 
before  other  appropriations  could  be  made  available.  Contracts  have 
been  made  with  the  trade  for  obtaining  reports  at  a cost  of  much  time  and 
labor,  and  workers  have  been  specially  trained  to  undertake  this  service.

It  is  believed  that  the  transfer  of  funds  requested  should  be  effected 
in  order  that  the  Department  may  be  able  to  continue  to  furnish  reliable 
market  information  to  producers  of  grain,  hay,  and  feeds.  Exceedingly 
useful  work  in  several  emergencies  has  been  conducted  in  connection 
with  this  news  service  during  the  past  winter,  particularly  in  connection 
with  the  soft-corn  and  Texas  drought  situations.  Representatives  of  the 
bureau  are  now  assisting  to  locate  and  distribute  hay,  grain,  and  feed 
for  the  farmers  and  cattlemen  in  the  drought-stricken  areas.  Basic 
questions  involved  in  hay  marketing  should  receive  careful  considera- 
tion. The  crop  is  probably  the  third  in  value  in  the  country,  and  its 
handling  has  resulted  in  many  abuses,  particularly  in  methods  of  weighing 
and  grading  and  in  its  sale  at  country  and  terminal  markets.  The  need 
for  accurate  market  information  along  these  lines  is  greater  now  than 
ever,  but  the  work  will  have  to  be  greatly  curtailed,  if  not  entirely  sus- 
pended, upon  the  withdrawal  of  emergency  funds,  unless  provision  is 
made  for  its  support  in  the  regular  appropriation  bill.

Including  $12,040  cov- 
ering places  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  the  actual  total  is  $47,000. 

Those  engaged  in  the  seed  business  of  the  country  have,  during  the 
short  time  in  which  seed  reporting  service  has  been  in  operation,  come 
to  depend  upon  it  for  necessary  information  regarding  prices,  acreage  to 
devote  to  seed  production,  and  other  important  matters.  For  some  time 
before  the  war  began  it  was  apparent  that  it  would  be  extremely  desirable 
to  have  reliable  and  disinterested  seed-crop  and  market  information 
available  for  general  use.  The  little  information  then  available  could 
not  always  be  depended  upon.  The  National  'Agricultural  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Food  Administra- 
tion has  adopted  resolutions  endorsing  the  seed  reporting  and  other 
market  news  services,  recommending  that  they  be  made  a permanent 
feature  of  the  work  of  the  department,  and  many  representatives  of  the 
seed-trade  and  other  interested  agencies  have  expressed  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  value  of  this  service  and  their  desire  for  its  continuation.

It  is  planned  to  establish  a permanent  local  market  reporting  service 
in  New  York,  Chicago,  Philadelphia,  Boston,  Detroit,  Cleveland,  St. 
Louis.  Washington,  Richmond,  New  Orleans,  Pittsburgh,  Kansas  City, 
St.  Paul.  Denver,  San  Francisco,  Seattle,  Rochester,  Cincinnati,  and 
Baltimore,  the  work  having  already  been  inaugurated  at  a number  of 
these  places.  This  service  covers  an  entirely  new  field,  and  if  it  were 
discontinued  a large  number  of  local  truck  growers,  consumers,  and  fruit 
and  produce  tradesmen  in  cities  would  be  left  without  information 
which  has  proved  to  be  very  valuable  to  them.  So  far  as  known,  no 
agencies,  unless  it  be  certain  individual  commission  merchants,  have 
ever  attempted  to  furnish  local  truck  growers  with  reliable  market 
reports  dealing  primarily  with  “home-grown”  fruits  and  vegetables.

newspapers,  in  most  cases,  welcome  the  reports  issued  by  this  bureau 
because  of  their  accuracy  and  the  special  appeal  that  they  make  to  the 
public. 

The  local  market  reporting  service  has  proved  to  be  a logical  and 
necessary  supplement  to  the  national  telegraphic  market  news  service. 
The  latter  serves  mainly  car-lot  shippers  living  at  a distance  from  their 
markets  and  the  dealers  who  are  concerned  with  this  class  of  shipments. 
The  former  serves  thousands  of  local  truck  growers  and  farmers  who 
haul  their  products  into  cities  to  sell  either  on  the  public  farmers’  mar- 
kets or  through  wholesale  or  retail  dealers.  Aside  from  its  value  in 
supplying  dependable  market  information,  it  has  proved  a very  effective 
agency  in  moving  oversupplies  of  fruits  and  vegetables  in  cities,  both 
locally-grown  and  shipped-in.  In  fact,  the  general  principles  upon 
which  it  operates — publicity  to  consumers,  growers,  and  dealers — is  the 
only  successful  method  which  the  bureau  has  been  able  to  devise  to 
handle  a market  glut  effectively.

— There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $88,960,  but 
taking  into  consideration  the  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  amounting  to 
S12,040  ($9,740  from  the  regular  item  and  $2,300  from  the  emergency  item 
“Market  inspection  of  perishable  foods,”  the  actual  increase  is  8101,000. 

Inasmuch  as  it  is  proposed  to  transfer  all  of  the  emergency  funds  ($51,000) 
to  the  regular  item,  the  actual  increase  requested  for  carrying  on  this  work 
is  only  $50,000.  This  amount  will  be  required  in  order  to  conduct  an 
inspection  service  for  butter,  cheese,  eggs,  and  poultry,  which  has  been 
begun  on  an  experimental  scale. 

The  appropriation  of  §113,000  carried  in  the  Agricultural  act  for  the 
current  fiscal  year,  together  with  the  §51,000  provided  under  the  food 
production  act,  will  enable  the  department  to  place  the  inspection 
service  for  fruits  and  vegetables  upon  a permanent  basis  and  make  it 
thoroughly  effective  and  operative  at  all  the  points  where  it  is  most 
urgently  needed.  There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  these  appro- 
priations should  not  be  combined,  as  this  work,  although  of  peculiar  use- 
fulness at  the  present  time,  is  of  permanent  value  and  is  a necessary  and 
logical  development  of  the  activities  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets. 

An  inspection  service  on  butter,  cheese,  eggs,  and  poultry  established 
upon  a national  basis  has  been  desired  by  producers  and  distributors  for 
many  years.  In  fact,  several  unavailing  efforts  have  been  made  by  a 
national  association  of  butter,  poultry,  and  egg  dealers  to  establish  such  a 
service.  Producers  as  well  as  distributors  feel  distrustful  and  suspicious 
of  the  local  grades  assigned  at  terminal  markets  upon  which  settlements 
are  based.  This  lack  of  confidence  retards  the  development  of  these 
industries  and  the  increased  production  of  these  products.  With  the 
addition  1 §50,000  requested  it  is  estimated  that  a modest  service  could  be 
conducted  at  five  or  six  of  the  most  important  markets.  It  is  proposed  to 
start  work  of  this  character  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  though,  neces- 
sarily, with  the  funds  in  hand,  only  a small  beginning  can  be  made.

Field  agents  in  marketing  are 
now  employed  in  Arkansas,  Arizona,  Colorado,  Connecticut,  Georgia, 
Indiana,  Iowa,  Louisiana,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missis- 
sippi, Montana,  Nebraska,  New  Mexico,  North  Carolina,  North  Dakota, 
Oregon,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Utah,  Vermont,  Virginia,  and 
Washington,  and  it  is  probable  that  Kansas,  Missouri,  Florida,  Oklahoma, 
Kentucky,  and  Idaho  will  be  added  to  the  list  before  July,  1919. 

This  work  provides  a most  valuable  means  of  coordinating  and  stand- 
ardizing the  marketing  work  undertaken  by  the  Federal  Government 
and  various  State  agencies.  It  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for 
developing  a broad  and  consistent  marketing  policy,  through  which 
great  economies  may  be  effected.  There  are  special  marketing  problems 
in  each  State  which  demand  and  should  receive  special  attention.  The 
State  authorities  have  welcomed  this  work  and,  in  most  instances,  make 
larger  contributions  to  its  maintenance  than  does  the  Federal  Government.

NOTE. — There  is  an  increase  in  the  above  item  of  $35,000.  In  con- 
nection with  the  enforcement  of  the  United  States  grain-standards  act  the 
necessity  for  having  the  Government  standards  for  grains  established 
upon  a basis  of  absolute  accuracy  is  imperative.  To  this  end,  it  is  essen- 
tial that  the  studies  in  milling  and  baking  that  are  being  conducted  dur- 
ing the  current  year  as  a continuation  of  similar  studies  of  past  years 
should  be  still  further  extended  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  appropriation  for  the  current  year  contemplated  the  rental  of  a 
building  to  be  erected  by  private  capital  and  the  installation  in  such 
building  of  the  necessary  machinery  for  a complete  milling  equipment.  In 
view  of  the  difficulty  of  securing  labor,  building  materials,  and  transporta- 
tion and  the  fact  that  such  a building  must  necessarily  be  of  such  special- 
ized construction  that  it  will  not  be  serviceable  for  other  uses,  and,  there- 
fore, that  the  rate  of  rental  would  be  extremely  high,  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  entire  situation  resulted  in  the  conclusion  that  the  rental  of  a 
suitable  building  in  the  near  future  wall  be  impossible  and  that  the  policy 
of  rental  at  any  time,  rather  than  actual  construction  and  ownership  of 
the  building,  is  undesirable.  Accordingly,  an  estimate  is  submitted 
providing  for  the  construction  by  the  department  during  the  fiscal  year 
1920  of  the  necessary  building,  such  construction  to  be  entered  upon  as 
soon  as  industrial  conditions  will  permit. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  site,  the  construction 
of  a suitable  building,  the  installation  of  the  necessary  equipment,  and 
the  operation  of  a mill  of  25-barrel  capacity  for  the  fiscal  year  1920  would 
involve  a total  expenditure  of  $94,500.  It  is  thought  that  a portion  of  the 
necessary  equipment  costing  perhaps  $10,000,  could  be  purchased  from 
the  funds  appropriated  for  the  current  year  and  that  an  appropriation  of 
$85,000  for  the  fiscal  year  1920  would  be  sufficient  for  the  completion 
of  the  mill  and  its  operation  during  the  year. 

The  language  of  this  paragraph  has  been  amended  so  as  to  provide  the 
necessary  legislation  to  carry  out  the  above  program.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $18,200,  but 
taking  into  consideration  the  transfer  to  the  statutory  roll  of  1 clerk  of 
class  4,  1 clerk  at  SI, 100,  2 chauffeurs  at  $900  each,  1 laborer  at  $720, 
1 laborer  at  $600,  1 charwoman  at  $480,  and  1 charwoman  at  $300,  amount- 
ing to  $6,800,  the  actual  increase  is  $25,000.

The 
price  of  cotton  has  greatly  increased,  as  has  also  miscellaneous  material 
such  as  boxes,  cartons,  paper,  etc.  It  is  necessary  to  pay  higher  salaries 
to  new  appointees,  and  expenses  for  travel  and  freight  are  much  greater 
than  heretofore. 

There  remains  a balance  of  approximately  $18,000  from  the  continuing 
appropriation  made  available  by  the  act  of  August  18,  1914.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  use  the  greater  part  of  this  balance  during  the  current  fiscal 
year  in  conjunction  with  the  regular  appropriation  of  $113,580,  making 
the  total  expenditures  for  the  present  year  approximately  $131,000,  which 
is  practically  the  same  as  requested  for  1920. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1918  there  was  returned  to  the  Treasury,  as 
miscellaneous  receipts  from  the  sale  of  rejected  and  loose  cotton  and 
cotton  standards,  $25,604.54.  It  is  estimated  that  $40,000  to  $50,000  will 
be  turned  back  to  the  Treasury  during  the  fiscal  year  1919  on  account  of 
such  sales.

NOTE. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  this  item  of  $142,020,  but 
taking  into  consideration  the  transfers  to  the  statutory  roll  of  this  bureau 
amounting  to  $32,140  and  the  transfer  of  1 clerk  of  class  2 to  the  statutory 
roll  of  the  Secretary’s  office,  the  actual  increase  is  $175,560.  The  regular 
appropriation  for  the  enforcement  of  the  grain  standards  act  during  the 
current  fiscal  year  will  be  supplemented  by  a balance  of  approximately 
$42,000  from  the  continuing  appropriation  of  §250,000  carried  in  the  agri- 
cultural appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal  year  1917,  so  that  the  actual 
increase  for  the  next  year  over  present  funds  will  be  only  $133,560. 

This  increase  is  desired  in  order  to  enable  the  department  to  conduct 
the  work  necessary  to  enforce  the  present  standards  for  wheat  and  corn  in 
an. adequate  and  satisfactory  way,  to  promulgate  standards  for  rice  and 
oats  and  to  enforce  such  standards,  and  to  render  increased  service  to  the 
grain  trade  by  passing  informally  on  the  correct  grade  of  grain  not  handled 
under  regular  appeals. 

The  large  amount  of  extra  work  which  has  been  done  in  response  to  the 
demands  of  the  Food  Administration  Grain  Corporation  must  be  con- 
tinued during  the  period  in  which  guaranteed  prices  for  wheat  are- effect- 
ive. Not  only  is  this  agency  urging  more  aqeduate  inspection  with 
present  standards,  but  it  desires  the  establishment  of  standards  for  rice. 
In  the  absence  of  official  standards,  the  War  Department,  which  must 
continue  for  some  time  to  be  a large  purchaser  of  oats,  is  obliged  to  pur- 
chase on  standards  established  by  the  trade.  The  establishment  and 
proper  supervision  of  standards  for  oats  should  contribute  much  to  the 
economy  and  efficiency  of  such  purchases. 

In  enforcing  the  present  standards  more  adequately  it  is  imperatively 
necessary  to  secure  greater  uniformity  of  inspection  between  markets,  to 
handle  effectively  the  increasing  number  of  appeals  received  from  the 
trade,  and  to  investigate  in  a prompt  and  thorough  manner  complaints 
regarding  the  work  of  licensed  inspectors.  In  enforcing  standards  for 
rice  and  oats  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  additional  employees,  addi- 
tional supplies  and  equipment,  and  to  make  other  necessary  expendi- 
tures.

(1)  To  permit  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  entertain  an  appeal  from 
the  grade  assigned  by  a licensed  inspector  to  any  lot  of  grain  inspected 
and  graded  according  to  the  official  grain  standards  of  the  United  States. 

(2)  To  permit  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  issue  findings  immedi- 
ately after  determining  the  appeal  without  serving  notice  on  all  interested 
parties. 

The  present  language  of  section  6 permits  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  entertain  an  appeal  from  the  grading  of  a licensed  inspector  only  when 
the  grain  is  involved  in  interstate  commerce.  It  is  desirable  to  permit 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  entertain  appeals  on  intra  as  well  as  inter- 
state grain  for  the  following  reasons: 

(1)  To  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  grain  standards  of  the  United 
States.  Inspectors  who  grade  intrastate  grain  under  the  Federal  stand- 
ards frequently  do  not  apply  the  standards  correctly,  thereby  discredit- 
ing the  standards  and  the  Federal  gram  supervision  work. 

(2)  To  protect  those  buyers  and  sellers  who  base  transactions  on  Fed- 
eral standards  who  do  not  now  have  the  appeal  privilege.  Farmers  and 
country  elevator  operators  frequently  are  denied  the  right  of  appeal  to 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  because  their  grain,  although  graded  by  a 
licensed  inspector  and  according  to  the  official  grain  standards  of  the 
United  States,  does  not  move  interstate.  Also,  operators  of  public  -ware- 
houses frequently  must  take  into  the  house  grain  graded  according  to  the 
official  grain  standards  of  the  United  States  without  the  right  of  appeal 
even  though  they  believe  the  grading  is  incorrect. 

(3)  To  meet  criticism  of  the  act  by  country  shippers  and  other  intra- 
state dealers  in  grain  to  the  effect  that  the  act  is  of  little  or  no  benefit  to 
them.  Such  persons  frequently  express  dissatisfaction  with  the  law 
because  they  are  obliged  to  accept  the  grading  of  an  inspector  without 
recourse. 

The  language  of  section  6 nowr  requires  that  all  parties  interested  in  the 
transaction,  other  than  those  filing  the  appeal,  be  afforded  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  before  the  issuance  of  the  findings  of  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture. It  is  desirable  to  permit  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  issue 
findings  without  opportunity  for  hearing  for  the  following  reasons: 

(1)  To  avoid  delay  in  the  handling  of  grain  involved  in  an  appeal. 

(2)  To  avoid  delay  in  the  settlement  of  a transaction  involving  an 
appeal.  To  afford  opportunity  for  hearing  requires  the  serving  of  notice 
to  interested  parties,  wThich  involves  a lapse  of  time — sometimes  as  much 
as  two  weeks — because  of  the  distance  from  the  point  of  appeal  of  other 
interested  parties. 

(3)  Because  an  appeal  is  for  the  sole  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  true 
grade  of  the  grain  in  question,  which  is  determined  by  an  examination 
of  the  grain  itself.  The  decision  is  not  influenced  in  any  way  by  state- 
ments of  interested  parties.  Moreover,  the  true  grade  must  be  deter- 
mined at  once.  Therefore,  the  opportunity  for  hearing  serves  no  purpose 
in  determining  the  question  at  issue.  The  opportunity  for  hearing  has  not 
been  utilized  by  any  party  at  interest  in  the  3,500  appeals  thus  far  enter- 
tained by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

(4)  Because  opportunity  for  hearing  is  contrary  to  trade  practices  and 
is  considered  “red  tape”  by  the  grain  trade.

amounting  to  $3,440,  and  the  transfer  of  1 watchman,  at  $720,  to  the 
statutory  roll  of  the  Secretary’s  office,  the  actual  increase  is  $20,600. 
There  remains  a balance  of  about  $38,000  available  from  the  continuing 
appropriation  of  $50,000  for  the  administration  of  the  warehouse  act 
carried  in  the  agricultural  appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal  year  1917. 
Of  this  amount  probably  three-fourths  will  be  expended  during  the 
current  fiscal  year;  so  that  the  funds  proposed  for  the  fiscal  year  1920 
will  be  practically  the  same  as  the  amount  to  be  expended  during  1919. 

The  efficient  use  of  warehouse  facilities  should  exert  a great  influence 
in  stabilizing  financial  conditions  in  the  period  of  readjustment  now 
beginning  to  take  place,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  operation  of  the  ware- 
house act  will  assist  in  accomplishing  this  result  . 

As  soon  as  qualified  eligibles  can  be  obtained,  an  investigator  should 
be  appointed  for  work  in  connection  with  wool  warehouses  and  another 
to  work  with  grain  warehouses.  Additional  men  will  be  needed  to 
inspect  warehouses  applying  for  license  and  to  conduct  other  field  work. 
Rules  and  regulations  have  been  made  to  govern  the  procedure  of  cotton 
warehouses  licensed  under  the  act,  and  the  work  of  issuing  licenses  has 
been  started.  Tentative  regulations  have  been  prepared  covering  the 
operation  of  tobacco  and  grain  warehouses,  and  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  with  investigations  preliminary  to  the  establishment  of 
tobacco  standards.

Travel  to  sugar-beet  areas  in  California  for  the 

Eurpose  of  inspecting  diseased  sugar-beet 
elds,  gathering  diseased  material  for  labora- 
tory study,  visiting  sugar-beet  growers  and 
advising  them  regarding  diseases,  and  for 
supervision  of  experiments  being  conducted.

and,  in  order  to  aid  in  the  propagation  of  the  species,  ani- 
mals may  be  loaned  to  or  exchanged  with  other  owners  of 
American  bison. 


NOTE. — Some  of  the  herds  of  American  bison  under  the  control  of  the 
department  already  contain  a surplus  of  bulls.  The  purpose  of  this  pro- 
posed legislation  is  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  municipalities  and 
public  parks  to  secure  without  charge  a specimen  of  historic  and  educa- 
tional value  and  to  enable  the  Government,  municipalities,  public  parks, 
and  other  owners  of  American  bison  to  improve  the  strain  of  their  herds 
and  to  avoid  inbreeding  through  the  loan  or  exchange  of  animals. 


(13)  Whenever  hereafter  [during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteenj  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  shall  find  that  the  expenses  of  travel  can 
be  reduced  thereby,  he  may,  in  lieu  of  actual  traveling 
expenses,  under  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe, 
authorize  the  payment  of  [not  to  exceed  2 cents  per  mile 
for  a motorcycle  or  6 cents  per  mile  for  an  automobile,] 
such  rates  per  mile  for  motorcycles  and  automobiles  used  for 
necessary  travel  on  official  business  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  as  he  shall  determine  to  be  necessary  to  reim- 
burse the  owner  of  such  motorcycle  or  automobile  for  the 
operating  expenses  thereof  £ : Provided,  That  there  shall  be 
no  payment  of  mileage  for  the  use  or  travel  of  motorcycle 
or  automobile  furnished  or  owned  by  or  maintained  by 
the  Government  of  the  United  States]  ( act  Oct.  1,  1918, 
vol.  40,  p.  990,  sec.  1). 


NOTE. — Since  the  above  paragraph  is  applicable  to  the  entire  depart- 
ment, it  has  been  transferred  from  the  Forest  Service  section  (see  item 
364)  and  included  in  the  miscellaneous  provisions  of  these  estimates. 

The  language  of  the  provision,  as  contained  in  the  act  for  1919, 
limits  its  operation  to  that  year,  but,  as  the  method  of  reimbursing 
employees  for  the  use  of  personally  owned  motorcycles  and  automobiles 
in  conducting  the  field  work  of  the  department  has  proven  to  be  expe- 
dient and  distinctly  economical,  in  that  the  Government  secures  the  full

use  of  the  vehicles  without  the  initial  outlay  for  their  purchase  and  sub- 
sequent expenditures  for  repairs  and  replacement,  to  say  nothing  of 
depreciation,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  authority  be  continued. 
Therefore,  in  order  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  repeating  the  language 
from  year  to  year,  it  is  recommended  that  the  words  “during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1919”  be  omitted,  and  the  word  “hereafter”  be 
substituted . 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  specific  rates  per  mile  for  motorcycles 
and  automobiles,  viz.,  2 and  6 cents,  respectively,  be  omitted,  and  lan- 
guage substituted  which  will  allow  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  more 
latitude  in  fixing  mileage  rates.  The  rates  established  for  the  present 
fiscal  year  were  recommended  by  the  department  a year  ago,  at  which 
time  it  was  believed  that  they  would  be  entirely  adequate  to  cover  actual 
operating  expenses.  Conditions,  however,  have  completely  changed  dur- 
ing the  past  year  and  the  rates  authorized  in  the  present  provision  will  not 
reimburse  employees  for  such  expenses. 

The  records  of  the  department  indicate  that  the  cost  of  operating 
Government-owned  automobiles  varies  from  6 to  12  cents  per  mile  for 
light  cars,  and  from  8 to  16  cents  per  mile  for  heavier  cars.  These  varia- 
tions in  rates  are  due  almost  entirely  to  local  factors,  such  as  the  differ- 
ence in  the  cost  of  supplies  in  the  various  sections  of  the  country  and 
road  conditions  in  the  locality  where  the  car  is  being  used. 

Many  employees  of  the  department  feel  unable  to  pay  from  their  per- 
sonal funds  the  difference  between  the  established  rates  and  the  actual 
cost  of  operation,  and,  for  this  reason,  a number  have  disposed  of  then- 
cars,  while  others  are  not  inclined  to  continue  to  use  their  vehicles  in 
official  work.  Unless  this  condition  is  remedied,  the  field  work  of  the 
department  will  be  greatly  impeded,  and  it  is,  therefore,  urgently  recom- 
mended that  the  language  of  the  paragraph  as  submitted  be  enacted 
into  law. 

The  proviso  prohibiting  the  payment  of  mileage  for  the  use  of  motor- 
cycles and  automobiles  furnished  or  owned  by  or  maintained  by  the 
Government  is  recommended  omitted,  as  such  payments  are  prohibited 
by  existing  law. 


(14)  Officers  and  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  travel- 
ing on  official  business,  when  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  to  receive  per  diem  allowances  in  lieu  of  sub- 
sistence, in  accordance  with  section  13  of  the  act  of  Aug.  1, 
1914  (38  Stat.,  680),  shall  receive  such  allowances  from  each, 
lump-sum  appropriation  provided  for  herein  and  made 
available  for  travel  expenses,  at  rates  of  81.20,  81.50,  82.40, 
82.50,  83,  83.50,  or  84,  varying  vnth  the  character  of  work 
to  be  performed  and  the  section  of  the  country  to  be  visited. 


NOTE. — This  item  is  annually  submitted  in  accordance  with  sec.  13  of 
the  act  of  Aug.  1,  1914  (38  Stat.,' 680). 

(15)  That  hereafter,  whenever  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  deem 
it  necessary  in  carrying  on  activities  authorized  by  this  or 
any  other  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  he  is  authorized  to  cooperate  with  any  Federal , 
State,  county,  or  municipal  officer  or  agency,  or  with  any 
individual,  partnership,  corporation,  or  association,  in- 
cluding farmers’  organizations,  and  the  parties,  officials,  or 
employees  engaged  in  such  cooperative  activities  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  proviso  contained  in  the  Act  making  appropria- 
tions for  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  expenses  of  the 
Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  and  for 
other  purposes,  in  39  Statutes  at  Large,  at  page  1106. 

NOTE. — This  is  new  legislation  and  authorizes  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture in  carrying  on  the  activities  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to 
cooperate  with  Federal,  State,  county,  and  municipal  officers  and  agen- 
cies and  with  individuals,  partnerships,  corporations,  and  associations, 
including  farmers’  organizations,  notwithstanding  the  provision  of  law 
contained  in  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  appropriation  act 
of  March  3,  1917,  and  without  subjecting  the  parties,  officers,  or  em- 
ployees engaged  in  such  activities  to  the  penalties  imposed  by  that 
provision. 
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for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 
1919. 


While  it  is  new  legislation  in  the  form  presented,  it  is  not  designed 
to  increase  or  extend  the  activities  of  the  department  beyond  those 
already  authorized  by  Congress  and  which  are  found  to  be  proper  in  carry- 
ing out  the  objects  specified  in  the  appropriations  made  by  Congress.  It 
is  deemed  necessary  and  is  offered  by  reason  of  the  provision  contained  in 
the  act  making  appropriations  for  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial 
expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1918, 
and  for  other  purposes,  in  39  United  States  Statutes  at  Large,  at  page 
1106,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“ Provided , That  on  and  after  July  1,  1919,  no  Government  official  or 
employee  shall  receive  any  salary  in  connection  with  his  services  as  such 
an  official  or  employee  from  any  source  other  than  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  except  as  may  be  contributed  out  of  the  treasury  of 
any  State,  county,  or  municipality,  and  no  person,  association,  or  corpo- 
ration shall  make  any  contribution  to,  or  in  any  way  supplement  the 
salary  of,  any  Government  official  or  employee  for  the  services  per- 
formed by  him  for  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  Any  person 
violating  any  of  the  terms  of  this  proviso  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a fine 
of  not  less  than  $1,000  or  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  six  months  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  as  the  court  may  determine.” 

The  foregoing  provision  is  the  outgrowth  of  an  amendment  inserted  by 
the  Senate  when  the  bill  was  pending,  directed  primarily  at  the  use  of 
money  contributed  by  the  General  Education  Board  for  carrying  on 
activities  of  the  Bureau  of  Education,  but  framed  so  as  to  apply  also  to 
the  various  executive  departments.  At  that  time  this  department  pre- 
sented its  views  as  to  the  effect  of  the  amendment  to  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture  of  the  House  and  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry 
of  the  Senate,  and  later  the  amendment  was  modified  in  conference  and 
enacted  in  its  present  form,  the  effective  date  being  postponed  until 
July  1,  1919,  so  as  to  permit  careful  consideration  dining  the  intervening 
time  of  its  probable  effect  and  the  necessity  for  modification,  if  any. 

So  far  as  the  General  Education  Board  is  concerned  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  has  no  cooperative  agreement  or  understanding  whatso- 
ever, either  direct  or  indirect,  with  it,  and  does  not  propose  to  enter 
into  any  such  arrangement.  The  facts  with  respect  to  such  cooperation  in 
the  past,  which  commenced  in  1906  and  terminated  in  1914,  are  set  forth 
in  a letter  of  April  3,  1914,  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture,  published  as  Senate  Document  No.  538,  second  session, 
sixty-third  Congress,  and  in  letters  dated  February  9 and  10,  1917,  to 
the  chairman  of  the  House  committee  from  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Under  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Department  of  Agriculture  by 
the  acts  making  appropriations  for  its  expenses,  it  conducts  much  inves- 
tigational and  demonstrational  work  through  the  means  of  cooperative 
activities  in  which  State,  county,  and  municipal  agencies  have  no  part 
or  are  not  the  sole  outside  parties. 

In  fact,  Congress  has  provided  expressly  for  such  cooperative  activities 
in  connection  with  many  of  the  items  of  appropriation  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  of  which  the  following  are  illustrations: 

In  the  act  of  May  8,  1914,  providing  for  cooperative  agricultural  exten- 
sion work  with  State  agricultural  colleges,  certain  funds  are  appropriated 
with  the  following  proviso : 

“ Provided  further,  That  no  payment  out  of  the  additional  appropria- 
tions herein  provided  shall  be  made  in  any  year  to  any  State  until  an 
equal  sum  has  been  appropriated  for  that  year  by  the  legislature  of  such 
State,  or  provided  by  State,  county,  college,  local  authority,  or  indi- 
vidual contributions  "from  within  the  State,  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  provided  for  in  this  Act.” 

In  the  act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  under  the  heading  “General 
Expenses,  States  Relations  Service,”  $650,140  is  appropriated  for  far- 
mers' cooperative  demonstrations  and  for  the  study  and  demonstration  of 
the  best  methods  of  meeting  the  ravages  of  the  cotton  boll  weevil,  coupled 
with-  the  following  proviso : 

“ Provided,  That  the  expense  of  such  service  shall  be  defrayed  from  this 
appropriation  and  such  cooperative  funds  as  may  be  voluntarily  con- 
tributed by  State,  county,  and  municipal  agencies,  associations  of  farm- 
ers, and  individual  farmers,  universities,  colleges,  boards  of  trade, 
chambers  of  commerce,  other  local  associations  of  business  men,  business 
organizations,  and  individuals  within  the  State.” 

In  the  same  act  under  the  heading  “General  Expenses,  Bureau  of 
Markets,  ’ ’ provision  is  made — 

“For  acquiring  and  diffusing  among  the  people  of  the  United  States 
useful  information  on  subjects  connected  with  the  marketing  and  dis- 
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tributing  of  farm  and  nonmanufactured  food  products  and  the  purchase 
of  farm  supplies,  independently  and  in  cooperation  with  other  branches 
of  the  department,  State  agencies,  purchasing  and  consuming  organiza- 
tions, and  persons  engaged  in  the  transportation,  marketing,  and  distri- 
buting of  farm  and  food  products.” 

Similarly,  under  the  heading  '‘General  Expenses,  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry,”  authority  is  given — 

‘‘For  conducting  such  investigations  of  the  nature  and  means  of  com- 
munication of  the  disease  of  citrus  trees,  known  as  citrus  canker,  and  by 
applying  such  methods  of  eradication  or  control  of  the  disease  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  be  necessary,  including 
the  payment  of  such  expenses  and  the  employment  of  such  persons  and 
means,  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere,  and  cooperation  with 
such  authorities  of  the  States  concerned,  organizations  of  growers,  or 
individuals,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  accomplish  such  purposes, 
$250,000  and,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  no  expendi- 
tures shall  be  made  for  these  purposes  until  a sum  or  sums  at  least  equal 
to  such  expenditures  shall  have  been  appropriated,  subscribed,  or  con- 
tributed by  State,  county,  or  local  authorities,  or  by  individuals  or 
organizations  for  the  accomplishment  of  such  purposes.” 

Under  the  heading  “General  Expenses,  Forest  Service”  an  appro- 
priation is  made  for  investigations  of  methods  for  wood  distillation  and 
for  the  preservative  treatment  of  timber  and  other  activities;  and  for 
commercial  demonstrations  of  improved  methods  or  processes,  in  coopera- 
tion with  individuals  and  companies. 

Provisions  of  this  character  have  been  carried  for  years  in  the  acts 
making  appropriations  for  this  department,  and  other  illustrations 
might  be  quoted,  if  necessary. 

It  is  manifest  from  the  foregoing  that  Congress  believed  that  coopera- 
tion by  this  department  with  individuals  and  agencies  other  than  State, 
county,  and  municipal  was  not  only  desirable  but  in  many  cases  essential. 

Pursuant  to  such  express  provisions  and  acting  upon  the  basis  of  what 
appeared  to  be  the  attitude  of  Congress  generally,  this  department 
from  time  to  time  has  entered  into  many  different  kinds  of  cooperative 
arrangements  to  which  individuals,  associations,  and  corporations,  other 
than  State,  countv,  or  municipal  agencies,  have  been  or  are  now  parties. 
In  some  cases  such  cooperative  arrangements  have  been  found  necessary 
in  order  properly  to  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  department 
by  Congress  even  though  cooperation  was  not  expressly  mentioned  in 
the  act  making  appropriation  therefor.  In  fact,  there  are  numerous 
items  requiring  the  department  to  perform  certain  duties  without  ex- 
pressly mentioning  cooperation,  but  in  general  character  similar  to  those 
in  which  cooperation  is  expressly  provided  for. 

The  most  important  activity  in  which  the  Forest  Service  is  interested 
and  in  which  persons  are  employed  who  may  possibly  come  within  the 
prohibition  of  the  amendment  is  that  of  protection  against  forest 
fires.  As  far  as  it  has  been  practical  to  do  so,  the  Forest  Service  has 
brought  together  the  fire  fighting  services  of  the  Federal  Government, 
State  authorities,  and  private  interests,  for  the  common  protection  of 
the  lands  belonging  to  all.  Obviously,  it  is  impossible  to  determine  in 
advance  where  or  how  often  fires  will  originate  in  any  particular  region, 
and  the  lands  of  the  Federal  Government,  State  governments,  and 
private  interests  frequently  are  so  intermingled  that  it  is  absolutely 
essential  that  such  work  shall  be  carried  on  under  a scheme  which  will 
give  the  protection  desired  without  d uplication  of  effort  by  the  interests 
involved.  Such  agreements  are  participated  in  by  private  individuals, 
timberland  owners,  lumber  companies,  railroads,  fire  protection  asso- 
ciations, telephone  companies,  and  others.  While  it  is  within  the  range 
of  possibility  that  the  Federal  Government  might  pay  the  entire  salaries 
and  expenses  of  all  persons  employed  by  it  for  sendees  rendered  for  its 
benefit,  such  divorcement  would  entail  innumerable  complications.  In 
order  properly  to  protect  the  national  forests  the  Federal  Government 
might  have  to  assume  entirely  the  responsibilities  which  now  attach  to 
private  owners  and  are  now  shared  by  them.  In  some  cases  the  parties 
to  agreements  provide  for  certain  fire  patrols,  the  share  of  each  in  the 
expense  being  determined  by  the  amount  of  property  of  each  to  be  pro- 
tected, and  the  actual  expense  for  fire  fighting  is  prorated.  In  the  case 
of  forest  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  railroads,  it  is  particularly  essential  that 
the  railroads  should  participate  in  the  fire  protection  service  because  the 
operations  of  the  railroads  frequently  cause  fires.  If  Government  fire 
protection  were  segregated  from  that  of  private  owners  it  would  be  found 
that  private  owners  would  not  and  could  not  economically  organize 
independent  protection  for  their  comparatively  small  areas.  If  they 
could  not  cooperate,  they  would  probably  leave  the  whole  burden  to  the 
Forest  Service  either  to  prevent  fires  on  their  lands  in  order  to  protect 
Government  lands  or  would  allow  the  fires  to  burn  until  it  became  neces- 
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sary  for  the  Government  to  fight  them  in  order  to  prevent  their  running 
over  into  Government  property.  Participation  by  private  interests  in 
such  fire  protection  work  enhances  their  interest  in  the  prevention  and 
suppression  of  fires. 

The  Forest  Service  also  has  cooperative  arrangements  with  lumber 
companies  and  timberland  owners  for  the  purpose  of  lessening  the  damage 
to  timber  by  the  cutting  and  treating  of  infested  trees  and  the  destruc- 
tion of  broods  of  insects  through  the  services  of  employees  paid  by  the 
department,  but  whose  expenses  are  paid  by  the  cooperators. 

In  carrying  on  its  farmers’  cooperative  demonstration  and  other  activi- 
ties under  the  authority  granted  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the 
annual  appropriations  for  the  States  Relations  Service  the  department 
enters  into  numerous  cooperative  arrangements  under  which  the  salaries 
and  expenses  of  agents  and  other  employees  of  the  department  engaged 
in  the  work  are  paid  partly  by  the  department  and  partly  by  local  soil 
and  crop  improvement  associations,  farm  bureaus,  agricultural  commit- 
tees, farmers’  clubs  and  associations,  fair  associations,  citizens’  and 
business  associations,  chambers  of  commerce  and  boards  of  trade,  banks, 
business  men,  railroads,  and  private  subscriptions,  aside  from  funds 
contributed  from  State,  county,  and  municipal  treasuries.  Such  con- 
tributions amount  to  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

Other  bureaus  such  as  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  Bureau  of  Biological 
Survey,  and  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  are  and  have  been  engaged 
in  important  activities  in  which  the  accomplishment  of  the  objects- 
specified  by  Congress  has  been  facilitated  by  cooperation  with  indi- 
viduals, corporations,  and  associations,  involving  joint  payment  of 
traveling,  subsistence,  and  other  expenses,  and  frequently  the  joint 
payment  of  employees  of  the  department  required  for  the  purpose. 

While  coojrerative  work  of  the  character  which  the  department  con- 
ducts has  resulted  in  a saving  of  expenditure,  and  compliance  with  the 
provision  under  discussion  which  becomes  effective  on  July  1,  1919,  may 
necessitate  larger  appropriations  in  order  to  accomplish  the  same  objects, 
the  department  does  not  rely  upon  the  possible  increase  of  expenditure  as 
an  argument  against  the  application  of  the  provision  to  its  activities. 
Such  cooperative  work  has  brought  to  the  department  the  moral  support 
and  the  active  assistance  of  those  who  provided  the  funds,  when  such 
support  and  assistance  might  not  have  been  given  otherwise.  In  many 
cases  the  carrying  on  of  the  work  rendered  necessary  in  order  to  accomplish 
objects  of  public  interest  results  at  the  time  in  immediate  benefit  to  the 
cooperators,  and  it  is  believed  that  they  should  share  in  the  expense  for 
this  reason.  The  department  specifically  retains  and  exercises  full  con- 
trol over  the  employment  and  cooperative  activities  of  persons  engaged 
in  such  work. 

In  this  connection,  there  may  arise  differences  of  opinion  as  to  the 
exact  application  in  particular  cases  of  the  prohibitions  contained  in 
the  provision  which  becomes  effective  July  1,  .1919,  and,  as  severe  punish- 
ment is  provided  for  the  violation  of  any  of  its  terms,  the  department 
would  necessarily  be  compelled  to  refrain  from  entering  into  many 
apparently  proper  joint  activities  because  of  the  fear  that  a very  broad 
application  might  be  made  of  such  prohibitions. 

In  order  to  enable  the  department  to  carry  out  the  express  require- 
ments which  have  been  made  by  Congress  in  the  past  and  in  current 
appropriation  bills  and  to  accomplish  the  objects  specified  by  Congress, 
where  cooperation  is  not  expressly  mentioned,  in  the  most  efficient  way 
and  with  the  greatest  benefit  to  both  the  public  and  the  private  interests 
involved,  the  provision  contained  in  item  15,  or  a provision  of  like 
effect,  is  recommended .

1918  was  §650,000,  all  of  which  was  expended , and  work  aggregating 
$155,342.81  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  but  could  not  be 
completed  because  of  insufficient  appropriations.  For  the  fiscal 
year  1919  the  appropriation  was  reduced  to  $600,000  without  any 
opportunity  being  afforded  the  department  to  present  its  require- 
ments for  printing.  At  this  particular  time  an  increased  appropria- 
tion is  necessary  in  order  to  enable  the  department  to  make  available 
for  public  use  not  only  the  results  of  its  regular  investigations  but  of 
the  special  activities  incident  to  the  war.  Unless  the  increase  of 
$100,000  recommended  be  allowed,  the  work  of  the  department  will 
be  greatly  impeded  and  some  of  its  activities  mil  fall  short  of  the 
results  contemplated.  The  amount  recommended  is  an  increase  of 
only  $50,000  over  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1918.
